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CRUDE PETROLEUM MARKET'S 
STRENGTHENING COURSE. 


A series of material advances within 
the last two weeks has established the 
higher grades of Pennsylvania crude 
petroleum at a level that has not been 
touched for nearly nine years. At the 
prevailing basis the market for these 
varieties stand at $1.80 per barrel, which 
figure has not been equalled since Feb- 
ruary 29, 1904, when other descriptions 
of crude were listed as follows:—New 
Castle, $1.67; Corning, $1.60; North 
Lima, $1.31; South Lima and Indiana, 
$1.26; Somerset and Ragland, Ken- 
tucky, $1.25 and 6lc., respectively. A 
comparison of present quotations for 
these grades shows a disparagement in 
all instances except that of the lower 
Kentucky product, as indicated in the 
following table:—New Castle and Corn- 
ing, $1.33; North Lima, $1.11; South 
Lima and Indiana, $1.06; Somerset, 
$1.07; Ragland, 94c. It is on the com- 
parison of prices in effect a year ago 
that the present position of the crude 
petroleum market appears to probably 
best advantage. The relation is shown 
in the following summary :—

Producers in the fields yielding the 
richest grades of crude oil had voiced 
many complaints last year that the 
market returns were incommensurate 
with the heavy cost and great risk in 
drilling and their expressions of dis- 
couragement found greater force in the 
fact that several varieties of the Ken- 
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tucky, Indiana, Illinois and Oklahoma 
fields had undergone moderate appre- 
ciation during last year. On Decem- 
ber 26, however, came the keenly- 
awaited turn in the higher Pennsyl- 
vania products and the market scored 
steady headway until June 5, when a 
basis of $1.60 was established. There 
was a lull in the recovering tendency 
of the primary varieties during the 
summer, although several oils of sec- 
ondary classification continued on their 
upward course. The market for the 
leading Pennsylvania descriptions 
again came into favorable recognition 
on October 29, when a five-cent ad- 
vance was announced and three sim- 
ilar moves have been made this month. 
Producers have now keyed their ex- 
pectations to a $2 level, and their con- 
fidence seems to find a measure of 
support in a consideration of the 
economical conditions. 

There is no question that the output 
of the high-grade petroleum fields has 
been on a sufficiently downward scule 
within the last year to merit the en- 
hanced valuation for the product. 
Statistics based on the runs from the 
wells in the fields of the Pennsylvania, 
Lima and Kentucky classification, give 
the output for the ten months of the 
current year ending October as 23,- 
569,386 barrels, while for the correspond- 
ing period in 1911 there were 24,160,055 
barrels. The decline in the production 
of the Illinois field, ranking next, has 
been more marked than that of Penn- 
sylvania, Lima and Kentucky. During 
the current ten months in Illinois there 
are shown 20,795,518 barrels, as against 
23,470,781 barrels for the same time a 
year ago. A similar condition is found 
in the mid-continent field, the runs 
for ten months of this year having 
totaled 37,089,084 barrels, as compared 
with 43,130,167 barrels, covering the cor- 
responding interval in 1911. Aggregates 
for these various fields stand 81,453,988 
barrels in 1912 and 90,761,003 barrels in 
1911. 

In the Pennsylvania field the only 
wells of noteworthy capacity this year 
have been experienced in the Blue 
Creek pool of Kanawha county, West 
Virginia, which has been one of the 
most spectacular developments of re- 
cent years in Eastern territory. Oc- 
casionally there was brought in a well 
gushing at the rate of one hundred 
barrels an hour, and with drilling 
stimulated to a feverish degree the pro- 
duction of the field was forced to the 
extent of nearly 25,000 barrels a day 
during the heyday of operations in the 
earlier part of the year. That the pro- 
ducing sands could not maintain any- 
thing like this heavy output but would 
soon be taxed severely by the exces- 
sive drilling was the destined exempli- 
fication of the rule, and during the last 
few months the Blue Creek field has 
been one of diminishing promise and 
its yield has dwindled steadily until 
now it scarcely amounts to 8,000 bar- 
rels a day. West Virginia is still the 
mainstay of the venturesome operator, 
and in several sections of the State 
there is more or less promise from 
territory which has been subjected to 
comparatively slight test work. While 
there may be hope of another Blue 
Creek field, the formations of the State 
are known to be unusually spotted, and 
the element of speculation is marked 
to an exceptional degree. The hazard 
of the undertaking can be appreciated 
when it is known that one failure is 
the average for every fourth well 
drilled, Even _& completion  yield- 
ing oil or gas may represent a poor 
return on the heavy cost of drilling. 
About $8,000 is the estimated outlay 
for the drilling of a well to a depth of 
2,000 feet. Territory in which the 
greatest confidence has centered as 
reasonably well defined by successful 
Operations in the vicinity has frequent- 
ly resulted in condemning tests, and it 
is equally significant that the well to 
mark the opening of the Blue Creek 
field was undertaken as rather a hope- 
less venture by the insistence of the 
terms of the lease for the property in 
question by the lessor. 

One of the favorable auguries upon 
which producers seem to pin their 
faith to a further appreciation of 
crude values is the fact that during 
the winter and early spring drilling is 
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attended with its greatest difficulties, 
and there is naturally a general abate- 
ment of operations during this period. 
A condition that may have some bear- 
counter argument is the 
stimulus that is reasonably calculated 
to be imparted to production by the 
more attractive returns, 
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GLUE MARKET RESPONDS TO 
HIGHER COST OF MATERIALS 


Glue manufacturers have announced 
an increase in the price of certain 
grades of their output. This action 
seems entirely in keeping with the 
trend of the times, but the announce- 
ment has aroused more than usual in- 
terest because during the last few 
years glues have had no part in the 
upward price movement, but have 
been conspicuous because they pre- 
sented so marked an exception to the 
general rule; in fact, glue is said to 
be the only animal product which has 
not reached higher figures in recent 
years. 

A brief synopsis of the glue indus- 
try plainly shows why prices were so 
long stationary when general industrial 
conditions warranted an increase and 
also tells of the changes which made 
possible the present upward revision. 

Shortly after the close of the Civil 
War the then youthful industry re- 
ceived a decided impetus because it 
was discovered that glue was the best 
material obtainable for sizing the bar- 
rels in which petroleum was trans- 
ported. This created a sudden and 
heavy demand for glue and prices went 
to levels which have never since been 
equalled. The manufacture of glue 
then went on apace with the business 
expansion of the country, but con- 
sumption on the part of the oil trade 
was greatly diminished with the ad- 
vent of tank cars, but as practically 
all the industries of the country were 
consumers of glue to a greater or less 
extent the outlook for the glue busi- 
ness was decidedly bright until substi- 
tute materials began to make their ap- 
pearance in the market. 

Consumption of glues may . be 
measured approximately by the yearly 
output of the factories, increased, of 
course, by the imports of foreign 
grades. Judged on this basis the glue 
industry showed a steady development 
up to a period of about ten years ago 
when the domestic output reached a 
yearly total in excess of 50,000 tons. To 
that point the history of the glue trade 
is ja constant record of progress and 
advancement. From that time to the 
present a different story is told. Con- 
suming demand has been practically at 
a standstill, though fostered by the 
keenest competition in the history of 
the trade. Production has not ad- 
vanced and attempts to increase the 
output of the factories have been re- 
flected in the heavy accumulation of 
stocks im sellers’ hands. The growing 
use of substitute materials which 
undersell glues has been the main fac- 
tor in checking the advance of glue 
manufacturers. These substitutes have 
had a two-fold effect on the glue mar- 
ket. They have cut down consumption 
by replacing glues and they have 
forced prices to remain at low levels 
because many consumers in making 
their choice of materials have been 
swayed more by differences in price 
than by differences in quality. Hence 
it is that glue prices have held a 
steady course out of harmony with the 
advancing prices of raw materials and 
increased production costs. 

At present conditions within the 
trade have shown an improvement. 
Factories were closed during the sum- 
mer and this gave a good opportunity 
to 'work off surplus goods, and as the 
glue trade has shared in the general 
business revival this fall the present 
statistical position is better than for 
some years back. Therefore there is 
a closer equation between consumption 
and production which has taken the 
edge off competition. Raw materials 
have advanced to such a point that 
manufacturers have been working on a 
very slim margin of profit and in 
many cases the business was carried 
on at a financial loss. According to 
members of the trade it was necessary

to advance prices in order to place 
the industry on better footing, and 
this would have been done long ago 
had conditions been more favorable. 
At present stocks are comparatively 
low, competition is less keen and con- 
suming demand has increased, there- 
fore producers have been encouraged 
to ask higher prices for their goods. 

While makers of glue in their deal- 
ings with one another are accustomed 
to make use of certain standards in 
determining the quality of glues, yet 
there is no fixed standard as applied 
to the consuming trade and the various 
manufacturers place their goods on the 
market according to their own gradu- 
ations. This makes it practically im- 
possible for there to be a uniform mar- 
ket quotation for glues and also makes 
it ‘difficult to state definitely the ex- 
tent of the present advance in price 
But in any case the advance is small 
and the industry has not yet been 
placed on a plane which is favorable 
to the manufacturer. An analysis of 
the present situation does not afford 
as favorable an outlook as might be 
expected from the announcement of 
higher prices. In the first place, the 
increase in selling prices is scarcely 
commensurate with the advance in 
manufacturing costs, so that the pro- 
ducer must still exercise considerable 
economic skill in order to keep the 
balance upon the right side of the 
ledger. There is also a feeling gain- 
ing ground that competition from for- 
eign manufacturers will become a more 
powerful factor than hitherto and 
this feeling has been strengthened by 
atreport issued last week from France 
to the effect that the largest glue 
company of Europe might invade the 
domestic market, as they were ne- 
gotiating with an American corporation 
for the use of their patents and sell- 
ing rights. 
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PAVING THE WAY FOR FED- 
ERAL ANTI-NARCOTIC 


LEGISLATION, 


Most hopeful is the tone of our Wash- 
ington correspondence ,in this issue on 
the prospects for early and effective 
action by Congress for the regulation 
of traffic in habit-forming drugs. Bear- 
ing directly on this promised realiza- 
tion seems to have been the meeting 
in this city a few days ago of Dr. 
Hamilton Wright, the government’s 
representative, and the members of the 
Legislative Committee of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
There has been since the introduction 
of the Harrison bill in Congress mu- 
tual recognition that important modi- 
fications were needed to invest the 
measure with the authority to fulfill 


‘its function as a bulwark against ille- 


gitimate trading in the narcotics and 
at |the same time to assure to the au- 
thorized dealers a reasonable degree of 
protection and practicability in the con- 
duct of their lawful trade. At the re- 
cent conference here certain points of 
variance in the application of the pro- 
posed act in both its humanitarian and 
commercial aspects are said to have 
been harmonized to the more material 
extent and further meetings have been 
arranged for the adjustment of other 
details. One of the subjects remain- 
ing for consideration is the question of 
making a required definition in the 
measure to cover the various commer- 
cial classes of recognized mediums for 
the handling and sale of the drugs in 
question. A meeting for this purpos 
has been scheduled for Wed y in 
Washington, at which 
that an agreement 
whereby the status 
specifically define’ 
provided tha 


any legislati power 
which now seers to b ived in the 
present form of the bill. A change in 
the pending measure which is promised 


is the extension of the requirement of 
labels for subsidiary products of opium, 
coca leaves, etc., so as to cover im- 
ported products of the same character. 
An important modification is also as- 
sured which is calculated to safeguard 
the trade interests of regular dealers 
by entrusting the returns under the 
act to State officials charged with the 
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duty of enforcing the law and making 
specific provision for penalization for 
unlawful disclosure of the returns.

FURTHER RESTRICTIONS IN 
GATHERING OF BUCHU 
LEAVES. 


Expectations in a reaction from the 
extreme prices for 
buchu based the approach 
of new crop supplies, fail of re- 
alization upon the significant news just 
received in the local trade, and credit- 
ed to official origin, to the effect that 
gathering on the crown lands in the di- 
vision of Clanwilliam in South Africa 
will be restricted to February and 
March of each year, and_ that the 
tariff on collection of the leaves 
will, after January 1, next, be in- 
ereased one shilling to two shill- 
ings and six pence per pound, The 
one shilling six pence tax has been 
in effect since the first of the

main. The enhancement of buchu has 


been particularly marked during the 


last four years. At the close of 1908 
the basis stood 24@25 cents for short or 
long, while current prices are $1.60 
for short and $1.40 for long. Asa rule, 
a much wider range has prevailed be- 
tween the two varieties, within the last 
year or two, as the short species bears 
the U. S. P. recognition and is gen- 
erally regarded as of greater alkaloidal 
strength. Long leaves came into in- 
creasing consuming favor at the sharp 
appreciation in values for short and 
the market for the former soon re- 
flected a sympathetic tendency. A 
limited production of long leaves last 
season disappointed the prospects for 
relieving the premium on short sup- 
plies, and worked out a further nar- 
rowing of the range between the two 
descriptions. The official order regard- 
ing the time when buchu could be col- 
lected on crown lands would seem to 
apply more to the short species which 
matures early in the year, whereas 
the long is not gathered until the sum- 
mer. There was also doubt in the local 
trade whether long leaves came from 
the reserves within the official zone of 
restriction. 

The effect of short supplies of both 
varieties on spot is counteracted by a 
backward demand, and dealers feel a 
greater sense of confidence in main- 
taining a waiting policy with regard 
to replenishment in the face of the 
late advices of bullish significance from 
the primary quarter. The London 
market is also reported flat, with no 
demand for buchu in common with 
other drugs, although the position was 
described as quite firm. While high 
prices for buchu tend to exercise a 
reasonable check on buying, its virtues 
are distinctive and do not admit or 
practical substitution. Attempts have 
been made to replace buchu with uva 
ursi, but the manufacturers of pro- 
prietary preparations are reported to 
have been all the more impressed with 
their dependence upon buchu as a re- 
sult of these experiments.

No clew 
was obtained as to the persons whoa 
concealed the contraband drug, and 
no arrestS were made, 


In regards to the assessment of duty 
on an importation of cement, the 
United States Court of Customs 
Appeals, held that the rate which 
should apply included both the cement 
and the containers. The decision was 
based upon section 25 of the tariff act 
relating to duty assessments. 


Appraiser Higgins, of the port of 
New York, assigned E. R. Pickrell as 
chemist in charge of the United States 
laboratory in the place of S. F. Ball, 
who was returned to his former posi- 
tion of chemist in the laboratory. Mr. 
Pickrell has been a metallurgical chem- 
ist and assayer in the New York, office 
for some time. 


The steamship City of Everett, tow- 
ing the Standard Oil Company’s barge 
No. 49, arrived at Philadelphia on Tues- 
day last from Tampico, Mexico, the for- 
mer with a cargo of 800,000 gallons of 
crude oil and the barge with 1,504,000 
gallons.

The total yield was 
2,370% bushels, The land was _ pre- 
pared before hand along the regulation 
scientific dry-farming methods, and 
the yield was so abundant that it is be- 
lieved many farmers in Montana wil! 
turn to flax-raising next year exten- 
sively. 


The collector of customs at New York 
has been directed by the Treasury to 
allow the payment of drawback on ex- 
portations of medicinal preparations 
known as Sinkina, manufactured by 
the Metropolitan Pharmaceutical Com- 
pany of New York city, from domestic 
tax-paid alcohol. The allowance of 
drawback is directed not to exceed 12 
per cent. of the alcohol content at 190 
degrees proof, 


On account of the growth of their 
business, Cheesman & Elliot, owners 
of the National Paint Works, Williams- 
port, Pa., have arranged to almost dcu- 
ble their factory capacity. They have 
leased for a period of years the five- 
story building located at 639-641 Kent 
avenue, Brooklyn. They expect to have 
their new plant running by January 15, 
and they will also continue to run 
their Williamsport plant, 


An official of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture recently pur- 
chased a carload of flax straw in North 
Dakota, for shipment to the paper mills 
at Cumberland Mills, Maine. The 
straw is to be used for experimental 
purposes by the government in the 
manufacture of paper pulp. The grow- 
ing scarcity of wood pulp is causing 
the government to investigate the pos- 
sibilities of flax straw for this purpose, 
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Copra and palm nuts exported from 
Zanzibar during 1911 were valued at 
$992,504, against a total of $1,067,561 in 
1910. 


A company has been formed to take 
ever the plant of the Caledonia Gyp- 
Sum Company, of Caledonia, Ontario.

The weather in the Northwest in the 
last few weeks has been very propi- 
tious and rapid progress has been 
made towards garnering the flax crop. 
ven in that portion of North Dakota 
visited by snow and rain a week or 
so ago, big strides have been made, and 
the trade now feels that if wintry 
weather holds off a little longer, the 
great bulk of the crop will be under 
cover and safe. Marketing is free, the 
movement in the interior now being 
governed more by equipment at the 
command of the railroads than any 
other factor, 


The new Boston KisselKar station 
has been completed and opened for 
business, adding one more to the chain 
of model service buildings which are 
being erected throughout the country 
for the patrons of the Kissel Motor Car 
Company of Hartford, Wis. The Bos- 
ton building, located at 1030 Common- 
wealth avenue, is typical of the Kissel- 
Kar structures now under way in other 
cities. KisselKar buildings of similar 
appointments, though of different de- 
sign, have been opened for some time 
in Minneapolis and Milwaukee, and 
work is being rushed on the Chicago 
and St. Paul stations, both of which 
are well under way. 


A meeting of the Baltimore branch 
of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation was held last Friday evening 
at the rooms of the Maryland Medical 
and Chirurgical Faculty, 1211 Cathe- 
dral street. Prof, Charles Caspari, Jr., 
Pure Food and Drug Commissioner for 
Maryland, made the principal address. 
He discussed in detail the present con- 
dition of pharmaceutical products as he 
has found them, ana he pointed out 
some of the requirements of the law in 
relation to them. Just how far the 
manufacturing druggists, the whole- 
salers and the retailers, are affected by 
the statute, was also pointed out. 
President E. F. Kelly occupied the 
chair, and E. W. Hodson was secre- 
tary. 

James B, Murphy, a former Philadel- 
phian, who was engaged in the oil 
business at Hazleton, Ind., was killed, 
and three other men were seriously in- 
jured on Wednesday last, when an au- 
tomobile which they were driving near 
Hazleton rolled over an embankment. 
The party was on its way to Mount 
Carmel, Ill., where a suit over oil lands 
in which they were to testify was in 
progress. Samuel Whitaker, a West- 
ern oil man, one of the party, is dying 
from his injuries; Thomas Leach, own- 
er and driver of the car, and Charles 
K. Tanqueray, 2 prominent hotel man 
and oil well owner, were seriously in- 
jured. The body of Mr. Murphy will 
be buried from the home of his father, 
Michael Murphy, 1725 Spring Garden 
street, Philadelphia. The latter is 
president of the Pure Oil Company. 


The Borgstad, the first of the large 
steamers converted into oil carriers for 
the United States Asphalt Refining 
Company, which has a large plant at 
Wagner’s Point, just outside of Balti- 
more, arrived at the factory last Fri- 
day with 40,000 barrels of crude Mexi- 
ean oil. The Borgstad is one of three 
large Norwegian steamers taken on 
a charter for eight years in the busi- 
ness. They have been converted into 
tank vessels by building bulk heads in 
them to carry the oil. The Fritzoe, 
which brought iron ore from Cuba for 
several years, is to follow the Borg- 
stad in the crude oil carrier trade. 
The Fritzoe’s register has been 
changed to the British flag, and she 
has been renamed the Horley. The 
crude oil is used here in the manufac- 
ture of asphalt, much asphalt paving 
being done.

The Brooks bill. which goes into effect 
June 1, 1913, provides for a committee with 
power to formulate regulations governing the 
proper marking of containers of all kinds, in- 
cluding paints, varnishes, etc., and also to 
regulate the percentage of leeway which will 
be permitted from the net contents marked 
on the package. 

The committee acting under this bill would 
be glad to receive any suggestions from our 
organization, and if a hearing is desired 
it can be arranged through J. R. Walsh, 
Commissioner of Weights and Measures, City 
Hall, New York city. 

It might be well to have this matter taken 
up by the Executive Committee for some ac- 
tion. because now is the time to act if we 
want things to be shaped to our best in- 
terests. 


W. H. Phillips made a motion that a 
svecial vote of thanks be tendered to Mr. 
Parker, assistant treasurer of the Muralo 
Company, and Mr. Pepper, Southern 
representative of the Muralo Company, 
for their valuable services to the Commit- 
tee on Entertainment during the conven- 
tion of the national association, and _ the 
secretary, upon motion, was directed to 
communicate with them to this effect. 

Arthur S$. Somers was called upon by 
the chair and he spoke as follows:— 


Now that I have been placed on the retired 
list I know that you have little time or pa- 
tience for the ‘‘has-beens,’’ but I cannot re- 
frain from accepting the kind invitation of 
your chairman to say a few words. We are 
glad to have with. us to-night Mr. Daniels, our 
national president, and I congratulate him 
upon the great opportunity for effective work 
during the coming year. T shall always look 
back upon the time I served as your presi- 
dent as a great honor and privilege. I have 
received a great’ many letters of congratula- 
tion upon the success of our last convention. 
but at the same time I must admit that a great 
deal of the credit belongs to the executive 
force of the national ‘association. The man 
at the wheel who depends upon himself alone 
is likely to run on the rocks. I was ably 
assisted by the men behind the gun. There 
is a great conflict waging in the East, where 
human beings are being torn to pieces and de- 
stroyed, ind we wonder why these things are 
permitted. We are prone to offer advice and 
tell the world how much better we could do 
it. But after all the men behind the guns 
are the ones who are doing the real work. 
It has always been so. The President of the 
United States is at the head of the country, 
but the men behind the gun are the men who 
really do things. And so. too, during my 
term as your president during the past year. 
IT learned very early in my administration that 
it was necessary to find strong men who know 
how to do things if my administration was to 
amount to anything. So in casting about I 
selected three men to represent you gentlemen 
to provide for the convention held in this city 
in October, We believe the convention was 
successful, and feel that our efforts were ap- 
preciated. Those three men were intelligent 
and industrious, Few of us realize the magni- 
tude of the problems they had to surmount. 
Many times they were told ‘‘You can’t do it.’’ 
But sturdily and resolutely they went on, de- 
termined to win success. I take this oppor- 
tunity to express my tribute to these men in 
this heart-to-heart talk in order that you may 
realize the measure of appreciation I feel. 
From among their committee and with the 
advice of the president they selected one man 
as chairman of the committee, and upon him 
devolved the greater part of the work. After 
all, a committee of one is logical, for it Is 
always in session and always unanimous 
The chairman of this committee was H. W. 
Pearson, and his associates on the committee 
join with me in whole-hearted commendation 
of the great success with which the work was 
accomplished When men perform services 
that are notable, it is easy to pass a resolution 
of thanks. But there are times in a man’s 
life when he likes to think of the rose that 
was handed to him for the performance of a 
kindly act. So we like to pay this tribute 
while men live. We like to extend:to them 
something tangible. We like to have them 
feel there is something concrete in our appre- 
ciation We want them to feel the measure of 
appreciation that we so feebly express. I am 
going to ask Mr. Pearson if he will not ac- 
cept from you gentlemen a tribute that will 
remain as long as life shall last with him, 
and with the good wife who will share it with 
him. And I hope thev will accept it as a 
tribute of esteem and affection. 


Mr. Somers then presented to Mr. Pear- 
son a handsome silver tea service, 


Mr. Pearson was so taken by surprise 
that he was unable to say more than a 
few words, expressing his thanks and ap- 
preciation, an dthese were received with 
great applause, 

President Martin then introduced John 
W. Daniels, of Minneapolis, Minn., pres- 
ident of the national asseciation, who 
said: 





After the beautiful tribute that has just been 
paid, for a common, everyday, hard-working 
man to make a speech seems almost out of 
place. The silver convention the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association will cer- 
tainly leave a silver lining to every one who 
attended. We people from the West looked 
with awe at the splendid entertainment you 
gave us. It almost makes us tremble when 
we realize that we are going to have that con- 
vention in Minneapolis next year. But I as- 
Sure you that what we lack in gorgeousness we 
will endeavor to make up in hospitality. 

Mr. Daniels then reviewed the work ac- 
complished by the national association at 
the October convention, and outlined the 
work to be accomplished during the com- 
ing year. He asked the support and 
hearty co-operation of every member and 
every local association, so that the great 
work of the national association might 
be continued. 

Mr. Daniels then referred to the abun- 
dant flaxseed crop about to be harvested, 
and spoke in detail of the crop conditions 
throughout the Northwest. He stated 
that few people realize that over 50 per 
cent. of the flax is grown in North Dako- 
ta, and Minnesota is also a large pro- 
ducer of flax. And yet, asserted Mr. 
Daniels, the surface has only been 
scratched. The present large yield is due 
largely to the campaign we carried on 
with the idea of growing more flax. We 
talked to the farmers and pointed out to 
them the great opportunity for growing 
fiax at a good profit. 

Regarding the theory that the growing 
of flax is exhausting to the soil, Mr. 
Daniels denied this, and asserted that flax 
is not as exhausting to the soil as is the 
growing of wheat. Experiments at the 
North Dakota College have shown that 
flax takes less fertility from the soil than 
does wheat or oats. 

Mr. Daniels stated that one regrettable 
result of an abundant flax crop this sea- 
son is that next season the farmers will 
not be so ready to grow flax, owing to 
the comparatively low price for flaxseed 
this year. So we must continue to work 
to counteract that effect. 

Mr. Daniels than gave an interesting 
recital of his observations and experiences 
on a visit to Turkey and Arabia two 
years ago. He said the present war in 
the East is the result of centuries of 
hatred and jealousy between the Bul- 
garians and Turks. 

On the conclusion of Mr. Daniels’ re- 
marks, Mr. Somers moved that a rising 
vote of thanks be extended to Mr, Daniels 
for his inspiring talk. 

This motion was adopted. 

The meeting then adjourned.

National Varnish Manufacturers’ 
Association Holds Annual 
Meeting. 


The tenth annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Varnish Association was held at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, this city, on 
Tuesday last. There were about forty- 
five members in attendance. The meet- 
ing was opened at 10 o’clock by President 
W. H. Phillips, of the F. W. Devoe & 
Cc. T. Raynolds Company. There were 
two sessions, with a brief interval for 
luncheon, the meeting being brought to a 


close at 5.30 p. m. As is the custom of 
this association, the meetings were not 
open to members of the press, and this 
accounts for the meagerness of our re- 
port. Reports were made by the various 
committees, including the Legislative 
Committee, the Transportation Committee 
and the Flax Development Committee. 

Dr. David Fairchild, of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, deliv- 
erad an address on the cultivation of the 
China wood oil tree in the United States. 
The text of this address was substantially 
the same as that delivered by him at 
the recent meeting of the Paint Manu- 
facturers’ Association of the United 
States. Dr. Fairchild dictated to a rep- 
resentative of the Reporter the material 
parts of his address, and this was pub- 
lished in last Monday’s issue of the Re- 
porter on page 36 under the caption “Cul- 
tivation of China Wood oil Tree in the 
United States.” 

A large part of the meeting was de- 
voted to the discussion of the ordinance 
proposed by the National Fire Protective 
Association. R. O. Walker, of the Thi- 
baut-Walker Company, Long Island City, 
outlined the work which had been done 
by the joint committee of the Varnish 
Manufacturers’ Association, the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association and the Na» 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Asgociation, 
and he emphasized the fact that the 
committee had not received the support 
of the trade they felt they were en- 
titled to. 

Each section of the ordinance, full de- 
tails of which have been printed in the 
Reporter, was taken up separately and 
discussed, and all criticisms and sugges- 
tions were duly noted, so that they could 
be presented at the proper time to the 
Committee on Laws and Ordinances of 
the Fire Protection Association. 

It was the consensus of opfnion that 
some of the sections were extremely 
drastic and that they should be modified 
considerably in order to allow manufac- 
turers, jobbers, retailers and painters to 
properly conduct their business.

The Chicago Market.

Chicago, Nov. 21, 1912. 

Nominally, the market for flaxseed at 
Chicago this week suffered a decline of 
4c. a hundred pounds, in sympathy with 
weaker prices in the Northwest, and closed 
with No. 1 Northwestern quoted at $1.39%, 
as contrasted with $1.43% a week ago. 
How the actual sample market fared 
could not be ascertained for the reason 
that the prices at which actual sales were 
made were not given out. There were 
two cars of flaxseed inspected and offered 
on the open market. Both cars were 
readily cleared, but on private terms. and 
not even the Quotation Committee of the 
Board of Trade had any record of sales 
having been made. General receipts for 
the week aggregated 57,300 bushels, show- 
ing a substantial increase for the week 
and comparing with arrivals of only 15,400 
bushels a year ago. Shipments totaled 
10,00 bushels, as contrasted with 2,500 
bushels last year. There were several 
buyers here in sedrch of flaxseed, but the 
bulk of the arrivals came direct to local 
‘consumers and the lack of offerings on 
the open market curtailed operations,

Argentine shipments of flaxseed for the 
week totaled 450,000 bushels, against 143,000 
bushels a week ago, and 270,000 bushels a 
year ago. Total exports from that coun- 
try since January 1 now are 19,125,000 
bushels, compared with 17,059,000 bushels 
for the corresponding period in i911. The 
Ministry of Agriculture has issued an 
estimate of the Argentine flax crop, mak- 
ing the acreage 7 per cent. larger than 
last year and the crop 39,250,000 bushels, 
compared with 24,000,000 bushels raised in 
Iyli. Indian shipments for the week were 
151,04) bushels, compared with 173,000 bush- 
els the preceding week and 120,000 bushels 
a year ago. Total exports from India 
since the opening of the season, April 1, 
are 12,456,000 bushels, against 16,720,000 
bushels the same period last year, and 
12,821,000 bushels two years ago. During 
the same time Russia and the Danubes 
exported 1,416,000 bushels of flaxseed, 
against 1,412,000 bushels a year ago, and 


2,420,000) bushels two years ago. 


LINSEED OIL. 

Spot linseed oil met with a good inquiry 
this week and prices displayed stability, 
closing with car lots of raw oil at 44ce. 
a gallon and boiled at 4ic. a gallon f. o. 
b. Chicago. Single barrel lots sold at 47c. 
a gallon for raw and 48c. a gallon for 
the boiled. Mild weather, which resulted 
in an extended season for outside paint- 
ing, was instrumental in stimulating ac- 
tivity in the market for spot linseed oil. 
Demand was of good character and paint- 
ers supplied their known wants without 
resilancy at the prices. Futures were 
quiet, with the nominal price for January 
forward shipments 42c. a gallon f. o. b. 
Chicago. A little uncertainty pervades 
the trade in regard to futures and it is 
reported that some sellers are shading the 
price a little to stimulate buying. Big 
consumers are not making the persistent 
demands for a lower market that they 
were a few weeks ago, however, and in- 
dications are that the majority of them 
are in favor of gradually advancing val- 
ues. A good deal of oil has already been 
contracted for, which will begin to look 
high if prices continue to decline. Then, 
there is the danger that production of 
flaxseed will be curtailed in coming years 
if producers find they cannot dispose of a 
big crop such as grown this year at re- 
munerative prices. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

Dullness prevailed in the market for lin- 
seed oil cake and prices were easy at 
$28@29 per ton f. 0. b. Chicago for prompt 
shipment. The consumptive demand for 
cake is disappointing, due, it is believed, 
to the abundant supply and low price of 
corn and oats and to the mild weather, 
which has resulted in an extended season 
for pasturage, There is no undue pres- 
sure to sell cake and offerings on the 
market are not large, but holders are 
willing to make concessions to move 
stocks and buyers hold the advantage. 
Export demand is of little consequence, 
and is not expected to show much im- 
provement unless much more satisfactory 
ocean freight rates are established.

The continuance of good weather has 
been in favor of outdoor painting and 
jobbing demand has been helped there- 
by. Paint manufacturers are taking 
interest in the market and their in- 
terest is assuming substantial form in 
the shape of contract orders. Linseed 
oil has reached a level where many 
members of the trade are willing to 
barguin for stocks, and according to 
reports here and in Western markets 
good business is being done. This ac- 
tivity in the linseed oil market is 
bound to have an effect on the other 
paint materials, and such is proving to 
be the case. During the week pig 
lead was reduced in price and this has 
eased the white lead market and the 
other lead products. Dry white lead 
and the metal were on a very close 
margin a little while ago, when pig 
lead was well over the five cent mark, 
and an advance in the pigment seemed 
certain. Now the market is on a much 
easier basis, and this also applies to 
lead in oil, red lead and litharge. Dry 
colors have occupied a poor position 
of late, because raw materials have 
been steadily advancing and no 
changes have taken place in the fin- 
ished products. Now the situation is 
more acute because some materials 
have gone to exceptional levels and 


‘manufacturers are worried over the 


future prospects of the dry color mar- 
ket. Lithopone is having the best de- 
mand this season since it was placed 
on the market and spot prices are mere- 
ly nominal because the material is sold 
ahead. China wood oil is in good de- 
mand and January forward has 
reached a lower level and large quan- 
tities are being ordered on a basis of 
7%c. Complete reviews of the linseed 
oil and naval stores markets will be 
found on pages 21 and 24, respectively.

Pigg Lead, White Lead, Zines, Etc, 


PIG LEAD.—Pig lead has been weak 
and early selling at prices under the 
market was followed by a decline in 
the market price. The quotation is 
now 4.50c. for spot and nearky ship- 
ments. Tihe' lower prices have caused 
an increased demand and good quan- 
tities have been taken by consumers. 
In St. Louis the market is quoted at 
4.42%c., but is weak at that figure. In 
London £18 is the present price. 

WHITE LEAD.—Jobbers report a 
good call for white lead. The good 
weather which has prevailed of late 
has helped consumption of white lead 
and has nelped to keep the market in 
a fairly active position. Corroders are 
catching up on contract orders, but re- 
port a good call for both dry lead ayd 
lead in oil. The decline in pig lead 
has had no effect on dry white lead, 
which still holds steady at 5%@6c, Lead 
in oil, while quoted nominally un- 
changed at 74@7c., is not firm at this 
price as business is said to have been 
done at 7c. Low priced linseed oil 
combined with a drop in the price of 
pig lead is giving a much easier tone 
to the market for lead in oil and is 
causing consumers to look for lower 
prices. English lead in oil is unchanged 
at 104%@10%c. Exports of white lead 
last week were valued at $26,763. 

RED LEAD.—Red lead is easier as 
the result of the drop in the metal, but 
no change has been made in quotations 
and sellers ask 7@7%c. An award was 
made on November 8 for furnishing 
quartermasters’ supplies at Jefferson- 
ville, Ind., and this included 500 pounds 
of dry red lead on which the price 
quoted was 6.65c, per pound. Bids will 
be opened on December 3 for furnishing 
10,000 pounds dry red lead to the Navy 
Department at Brooklyn. 

LITHARGE.—There is nothing new 
in the market for litharge. Demand is 
good and consumption this season has 
been satisfactory. Prices are main- 
tained at 7@7%c., but the firmness due 
to high cost of pig lead has disap- 
peared. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Orange min- 
eral has passed quietly and there are 
no new features in the present mgar- 
ket. Dry color makers have proved 
normal consumers. Prices remain at 
84%@10c. 

ZINCS.—Grinders have been taking 
good, quantities of zines and local sel!- 
ers say that the low level of linseed 
oil has undoubtedly helped the con- 
sumption of zincs among the paint 
trade. Other consumers of zines have 
been heavy consumers, and both do- 
mesties and foreign grades have shaved 
in the consuming movement. Exports 
of zine oxide last week were valued at 
$18.499.

Anti-Narcotic Federal Legislation 
May be Soon Realized. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 22, 1912. 

In the opinion of Dr, Hamiiton Wright, 
representing the government committee 
having charge of the legislative program 
of the administration to carry into effect 
the provisions of the agreement made at 
The Hague conference with reference to 
ommercial dealings in opium and other 
narcotics, and Dr. Wright's opinion 15s 
supported by members of the Legislative 
Committee of the National Druggists’ As- 
sociation and manufacturers of the coun- 
try, the pending legislation has now been 
agreed upon in such form as should 
secure the prompt action of Congress 
during the short session, which begins in 
December. : 

As the result of a conference held be- 
tween Messrs. West, Plaut and Kline, of 


the Legislative Committee of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, and 
Dr. Wright, representing the government, 
in New York during the past week, “im- 
portant changes were agreed upon in the 
bill that is now pending before the Ways 
und Means Committee of the House. rhe 


changes agreed upon have not yet been 
perfected, and at the request of Dr. 
Wright Secretary MacVeagh, of the 
Treasury Department, has called the 


governmental committee to meet on Wed- 
nesday, the 27th instant, to consider’ the 
question of making a required definition 
in the proposed bill to cover wholesale 
druggists, retail dealers, etc., and it is ex- 
pected that members of the Legislative 
Committee of the manufaeturing drug- 
gists will appear at this meeting and as- 
sist in preparing the required definition. 
New York 





At the conference held in 

the Legislative Committee of the drug- 
gists was aided by Attorney Jones, of 
New York, who called attention to what 


_e believed to be a defect in the proposed 
measure, whereby it was required that the 
Commnissioner of Internal Revenue should 
make regulations by a provision covering 
the various classes of dealers, including 
wholesalers and retailers dealing in nar 
cotic drugs. The point was strongly 
made that this would be a legislative dele- 
gation of power, and that the law itself 
should contain the specific definition of 
what constituted a wholesale and retail 
dealer, etc. So strong was this proposi- 
tion presented at the conference that it 
was agreed that a definition should be 
drawn and the bill amended in accordance 
therewith. It is to perfect this definition 
that a meeting is to be held on Wednes- 
day next. 7 : 
Another change in the pending bill 
preposed by the Legislative Committee of 
the druggists was! that the requirement 
that labels of subsidiary products of 
opium, coca leaves, etc., shall be extended 
to cover imported products of the same 
character. This will be done; and a_ pro- 
viso will be inserted requiring labels on 
these imported subsidiary products, y 
Another change to be made in the bill 
is one requiring that returns under the 
act shall be furnished to State officials 
charged with the duty of enforcing the 
law. A proviso is to be incorporated in 
this part of the bill specifically guarding 
against the making public of such returns 
as might disclose to competitors any 
business or trade information. It is pro- 
vided that the penalties contained in sec- 
tion 6 of the bill shall be extended to 
cover such unlawful disclosure of returns, 
and in addition any official who shall dis- 


close any of the facts contained in such 
returns shall be dismissed from the serv- 
ice and rendered incapacitated of again 


holding any Federal position. 

Since his return to Washington Dr. 
Wright has received strong letters from 
the Legislative Committee of the drug- 
gists commending the changes that have 
been made in the proposed bill and ex- 
pressing the opinion that the Ways and 
Means Committee will receive the cor- 
dial support of the druggists in putting 
through the measure, relating to trade 
in opium and other narcotics, during the 
short session. Members of the committee 
already have been advised of the proposed 


changes and indorsed them with such 
cordiality as to indicate that there will 
now be no further trouble in perfecting 


and putting through the bill, It is regard- 


ed on all sides that this legislation is in 
ho sense political, but is intended to keep 
the faith of this government in carrying 
out tne provisions of the international 
conference at The Hague regarding the 
opium traffic, and it is believed that the 
committee of both houses and the lead- 
ers of both parties will be prompt to act 
when the measure has been introduced

Many Drug Dealers and Dispensers 
in Toils of Postal Officials. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 





Washington, Novy. 22, 1912. 

Considerable interest has been shown 
and many complimentary remarks hav: 
been made regarding the extensive in- 
spection operations conducted under the 
direction of Postmaster-General Hitch- 
cock during the last few days. On Wed- 
nesday more than 170 arrests were made 


by postottice inspectors in different States 
of the country of dealers in drugs and 
physicians, male and female, charged with 
improper use of the mails. The charges 
in most of these cases were that the mails 
were being used improperly by the ac- 
used persons in disseminating literature 
intended to solicit criminal medical prac- 
tice by disposing of medicines and instru- 
ments for use in improper medical prac- 
tice. 

The work leading up to this raid by the 
zovernment upon persons in different 
parts of the country for improper use of 
of the mails has been carried on for more 
than two years, and so effiecient have the 
postotiice officials been in preparing for 
the arrests that 173 arrests were effected 
on one day through co-operation between 
the postoffice imspectors, under the di- 
rection of the department, and the United 
States marshals who are armed with

warrants for making such arrests. - Post- 
master-General Hitchcock, in speaking of 
the work that has been done during the 
past two years and efforts to prevent the 
fraudulent and otherwise improper use of 
the mail, said:— 


“Not only in the matter of these frau- 
dulent dealers in drugs, and _ persons, 
either actual physicians or representing 


themselves to be such, we have during the 
last two years destroyed the effective use 
of fraudulent concerns which have been 
robbing the people out of more than $100,- 
000,000 annually through fraudulent use 
of the mails.’’ 


In the opinion of Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock the arrests just effected in 
hundreds of cities throughout the coun- 
try will have a very salutary effect in 
putting a stop to misuse of the mails in 
promoting criminal medical practice. The 
postoffice inspectors have been at work 
for many months perfecting the machin- 


ery for bringing about these arrests and 
nearly 400 inspectors were engaged in 
seeking for information .which brought 
about the arrests.

Baltimore Druggists Arrested.

Oil's Future in British Shipping 
Industry. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Nov. 1912. 
Some reference to the part which oil is 
to p.ay in the British shipping industry is 
brought out in a brief report which Con- 
Griffiths sends from London to the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce. Mr. Griffiths gives a short but 
comprehensive account of the great in- 
crease in British tonnage during the past 
year, according to the report made by 
Lloyd’s Register. From high engineering 
sources in England some facts are given 
as to the various important contracts 
made for marine oil engines, for the use

of the British government, presumably 
in connection with the naval establish- 
ment of the United Kingdom. In regard 


to the efforts that are being put forth in 
an educational way, a British authority 
is quoted as saying that ‘“‘the University 
of Birmingham proposes to train a youth 
for three years and confer upon him a 
science degree (B. Sc.) in petroleum min- 
ing, and incidentally to lay out in the 
grounds of the university a complete oil 
field for him to learn his work in wells, 
engines, derricks, drilling tools, pumps, 
pipe lines, and all. Few of the public 
know that under the grounds of the 
University of Edgbaston there is a com- 
plete coal mine for the mining students, 
and fewer still are aware that the site for 


the new oil field is already practically 
decided upon in a fine new area several 
acres in extent. Everything will be 


guaranteed except the oil, and who knows 
what secrets may be revealed as the drill 
goes deeper and deeper beneath the Bir- 
mingham subsoil?” 

In a brief resume given of the British 
shipping development, it is shown that 
during the past year there has been an in- 
creased demand for steamships equipped 
to use fuel oil. It is further stated that 
“during the year 623 steamers with an ag- 
gregate tonnage of 1,455,988 tons, and 61 
sailing vessels, with tonnage amounting 
to 21,178 tons, were built in accordance 
with approved plans under the _ special 
supervision of the surveyors of Lloyd’s 
Register. Of this total tonnage, 1,600,685 
tons were built for the United Kingdom 
ind 461,631 tons for other countries. In 
comparison with the preceding twelve 
months, there was an-increase of 366,865 


tons in the steamers built and of 2,825 
tons in the sailing vessels.”’

LINSEED OIL. 

A decided weakness has developed 
this week in the linseed oil market, and 
spot and nearby positions have gone 
down steadily. Car lots have been 
freely offered at the close of the week 
at 48c., and small lot buyers have been 
able to do as well as the large buyers. 
December delivery has been quoted at 
45c., and January forward at 48c. 
From present reports it would appear 
that, the lowest price at which Janu- 
ary forward has been actually sold 
was on a 42c, basis, and this figure has 
not been openly quoted at any time by 
local crushers. During the past two 
weeks there has been a tendency on 
the part of sellers to keep future prices 
firm, but developments this week have 
again opened up the market, and 438c. 
is easily obtainable and 42c. is) not be- 
yond the limits of possibility. Spot oil 
in Minneapolis is quoted at 40c., and a 
sale for January-April is said to have 
been closed at 38c. In Chicago spot oil 
is heid at 44c. 

The local market particularly for 
spot oil has been driven down this 
week as a result of heavy receipts of 
seed. Up to Friday 261,600 bushels of 
seed reached the market. As it will 
be but a question of a short time when 
oil crushed from this seed will be on 
the market crushers who had oil on 
hand chose to reduce prices so as to 
reduce stocks rather than to hold on 
and possibly be forced to sell later on 
at a greater sacrifice when in compe- 
tition with oil crushed from cheaper 
seed. The open weather has also been 
a factor in weakening the market for 
it has brought larger receipts of seed 
to primary markets and has made it 
possible to ship larger quantities to 
points whence they will ultimately 
reach the local market before the close 
of navigation. Enough seed is now 
said to be in sight for the winter re- 
quirements of local crushers, and this 
has helped to give an easier tone to 
the market by removing fears of a 
possible shortage later on. Receipts of 
oil from outside points were also com- 
paratively heavy last week, and while 
some of this passed direct to consum- 
ers, spot oil also was in larger supply. 

The first shipment of domestic seed 
to foreign markets was reported at the 
close of last week, when 13,682 bushels 
left New York on the steamer Michi- 
gan. The seed was consigned to Ant- 
werp and cleared on November 15. Re- 
ports from the Argentine crop are fa- 
vorable and cutting is reported as well 
under way. Shipments from the Ar- 
gentine last week were 398,000 bushels, 


and since January 1 shipments are 
20,804,000, against 18,090,000 bushels 
last year. Reports of the Western

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


The domestic market for linseed cake 
and meal is weaker in sympathy with 
the consuming markets. Demand for 
nearby deliveries is very slow, neither 
consumers nor exporters are taking 
stock to any extent, though bids are 


received for forward positions. Prices 
are uncertain, but are about $29@30 
for cake, and $31 for meal. A report 


from Ghent states that sellers are 
gradually lowering without causing 
any buying demand. Grains are plen- 
tiful and cheap. Prime Western Amer- 
ican cake is down to about 20 francs 
for January-April. In England linseed 
cakes are dull and cottonseed cake has 
been more in demand, as may be seen 
from the fact that imports into the 
United Kingdom for the first ten 
months of the year were 46,117 tons 
linseed cake, and 237,056 tons cottonseed 
cake, against 48,169 tons and 143,288 
tons, respectively, in the corresponding 
period of last year. 





COTTONSEED OIL. 

Sharp advances have been scored in 
all departments of the cottonsed oil 
market, and new high prices have been 
registered for the movement. The up- 
ward demonstration was a response to 
higher crude oil quotations, but the per- 
sistent buying of speculative shorts, 
refiners and interests affiliated with the 
South had no small effect on the move- 
ment of values. Crude oil mills have 
shown no apprehension over the heavy 
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seed movement which prevailing high 
prices have inaugurated, and are with- 
nolding oil offerings except at advanced 
quotations.

LARD. 


In response to an advance in the op- 
tion. list cash lard ruled higher during 
the interval, although there was no ap- 
preciable improvement in the volume of 
trading. Late in the week there was 
more or less realizing in the West, but 
the spot market closed with moderate 
net gains in all departments. City 
commanded 11%c. and prime Western 
11%c. Exports of lard for the week 
amounted to 8,829,959 pounds, compared 
with 14,295,112 pounds for the same 
week in 1911. Lard compound is in fair 
demand at prices ranging from &c. to 
8\4c., as to brand and seller. 


Chieago Lard Market. 


(Special to Oil, Paint, and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Nov. 21, 1912. 

Firmness again characterized the trade in 
the speculative market for lard at Chicago 
this week, and closing values were at net 
gains of 7%c. to 27%c., with the January 
delivery showing the big end of the upturn, 
There was a. g00d, broad trade, and much 
interest was manifested in the action of the 
market. Shorts acted nervous and, as a 
rule, covered on the bulges, giving the mar- 
ket additional buoyancy. Longs, on the 
other hand, were inclined to clinch profits 
on favorable spurts, and this occasioned fre- 
quent fluctuations. Packers were fairly good 
buyers on dips, but sold on the bulges. Sen- 
timent was greatly influenced by the bullish 
showing of local stocks, which were reduced 
to 20,859 tierces in the semi-monthly report, 
as contrasted with 42,702 tierces November 1 
and 45,568 tierces November 15, 1911. The 
breadth of the consumptive demand for lard 
this year is indicated in the reduction made 
in local holdings since August 1, when re- 
serves at Chicago were 194,083 tierces of 
contract lard, or the largest in the history 
of the trade, and compared with stocks of 
162,019 tierces in August, 1908, the next 
largest amount previous to this year. Hog 
prices underwent further downward revision 
during the week, but this had no effect on 
the market for nearby deliveries of lard 
because the trade believed receipts of hogs 
between now and the latter part of January 


would not be any larger than needed to 
meet the requirements of the fresh-pork 
trade. It is believed that farmers will’ keep 


their hogs back to feed on cheap corn, and

that receipts at slaughtering points will not 
show any material increase until the winter 
packing season is well advanced. They look 
ror increased receipts of fatter porkers in 
the spring, however, and selling of May 
lard, in anticipation of increasing stocks 
and lower prices at that time, has proved 
popular with local professionals. This has 
served to keep the May option from ad- 
vancing as rapidly as the January, and while 
the latter has made a gain ot 27%c. the 
last week, May has advanced only Te. 
Cash trade is of fair volume and premiums 
are well maintained, regular lots of prime 
steam lard closing firm at $11.40, or de. 
over the November price, Loose lots were 
in moderate supply and fair demand at 30c. 
under November, while leaf lard was spar- 
ingly offered and wanted at $11.50. Neutral 
met with a fair inquiry and was in limited 
supply at $13.124%@13.25 for No. 1 and $11.50 
@11.62% for No. 2. 
TALLOW. 

There was an entire absence of im- 
portant transactions during the past 
week, and the market may be described 
as nominally steady at the late decline.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—There is a good 
market for china wood oil for Janu- 
ary forward shipments on which 7%c. 
is quoted. Spot oil is held at 8%c., but 
sales have been made at 8c. Sales of 
off-grade stock are reported at regular 
intervals, and it is evident that the 
market is not yet free from adulterated 
stocks. Among sellers there is also 
a distinction between oil known as 
fair average quality, and that describ- 
ed as absolutely pure. This tendency 
to establish grades has given rise to 
different market quotations, the range 
being based on quality as well as quan- 
tity. 

COCOANUT OIL.—There were no 
noteworthy changes in the cocoanut oil 
situation during the past week. Spot 
supplies of all grades were moderate, 
and sellers were very firm in their 
views up to the close of business. 
Trading was inactive, as consumers 
were not inclined to take hold in any- 
thing but a small way at prevailing 
quotations. There was very little in- 
quiry for futures. In London the 
demand was moderate, but light offers 
held prices steady. Ceylon oil for No- 
vember-December shipment was quoted 
at £39 5s. per ton on Friday. In the 
local market sales of odd lots of Cey- 
lon oi] were noted on the basis of 9%4c. 
per pound, with some sellers not in- 
clined to talk business under 9%c. for 
spot transactions. Futures were quot- 
ed at 8%@9c, per pound, as to delivery.

CORN OIL.—The market for corn oil 
was unsettled throughout the week. 
On Tuesday leading interests reduced 
their quotation 10 points, to the basis 
of $5.45 per 100 pounds for car lots. 
At this figure trading became brisk, 
with soap manufacturers taking hold 
freely. There was also a better de- 
mand from foreign sources. Friday 
witnessed an advance of 10 points, es- 
tablishing the basis of $5.55 per 100 
pounds, which ruled up to the close 
of business on Saturday. Independent 
operators were holding out for this 
figure in most instances, and the mar- 
ket was fairly steady. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Nov. 21, 1912. 

Prices of corn oil at Chicago this week 
sustained a further break of 10c. a hundred 
pounds and closed with tank cars quoted at 
$4.70. Car lots in barrels were priced at 
$5.10 a hundred pounds and lots of six bar- 
rels or more at $5.15 a hundred pounds, 
while single barrels and up to five barrel 
lots were held at $5.20 a hundred pounds. 
The oil met with a brisk inquiry at the 
decline, activity in the soap trade and de- 
pleted stocks necessitating frequent  pur- 
chases to meet current dequirements, Offer- 
ings were ample for all requirements, how- 
ever, and the knowledge that the production 
in the near future will be both greater and 
cheaper made producers anxious to keep oil 
from accumulating on the market. 

OLIVE OIL.—The feature in the 
market for olive oil was the strong 
position of foots. Sellers were not in- 
clined to shade &c. per pound on strict- 
ly prime green stock, with 84c. quoted 
in some instances. The market abroad 
was also firm and higher, especially 
on futures, which were quoted at the 
equivalent of 8@8%c. per pound 1913 
delivery. The stocks on hand locally 
were comparatively small on high 
grade stock, but off grades were of- 
fered freely in many instances at con- 
cessions of from %4 to %e. per pound. 
Denatured olive oil was moving slowly 
into consumption at unchanged prices. 
Sellers were asking 88&c. to 92c, per 
gallon, as to quality. - 

PALM OIL.—An easier tone was in 
evidence for palm oils, due to the 
falling off in the demand, and the freer 
offerings from abroad at slightly low- 
er prices. Stocks on hand were mod- 
erate, but ample to meet the current 
requirements of the _ trade. Prime 
lagos was held at 7@7%c. per pound, 
with off stock available at 6%@6%c. 
per pound. Prime red palm oil held at 
634@65c. per pound for spot and near- 
by shipments, with commercial grades 
selling as low as 6\%c. Following are

Our market opened in the past week with a 
very quiet tone, and a moderate demand on the 
whole without material change of prices 
Lagos and some medium sorts dropped a fur- 
ther 5s., while soft river oils, Bonny-Old Cala- 
bar, which are scarce and in good demand, 
advanced fully 5s.@10s. per ton. Toward the 
close the demand improved visibly and led to 
quite a fair business, chiefly in soft river oils 
for the distant positions, at the full advance, 
with rather buyers over, while the other de- 
scriptions are likewise 5s.@10s. per ton dearer 
Lagos and its substitutes alone excepted, which 
remain curiously neglected, even at the lower 
level now ruling. In spite of the recent large

frances per cwt. on Friday. Local deal- 
ers were asking from 6%c. to 7%c. per 
pound, as to quality and quantity, 

RAPESEED OIL.—Price changes in 
the market for rapeseed oil were un- 
important during the interval. The 
views of dealers were generally firm, 
due to the small supplies available for 
prompt shipment. Toward the close 
of the week refined rape oil was avail- 
able at 69c. per gallon, spot and near- 
by delivery, with routine sales noted 
on this basis. The firm position of 
both the seed and oil market abroad 
tends to hold prices at high levels. Re- 
ports from the seed growing sections 
state that the crop will be about nor- 
mal. Closing prices were:—Refined, 
69@71c. per gallon; blown, 73@74c.; 
filtered, 65@66c.; French refined 80@ 
§2c. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The market for 
soya bean oil was weak with prices 
in all quarters wholly nominal, Trad- 
ing was very quiet and actual sales put 
through were at concessions. With 
linseed oil comparatively cheap the 
future of this oil is very uncertain, 
unless prices are reduced to a figure 
where it can be used on a competitive 
basis. Sellers were offering prime 
stock freely on the basis of 6%c. per 
pound, and in some instances consum- 
ers refused to accept bids at 6c. Sales 
were reported under 6c. per pound, but 
the oil was said to be off grade. Sup- 
plies on hand were not heavy and it 
is understood that some dealers were 
willing to dispose of their holdings at 
heavy loses. In Hull the bulk quo- 
tation was reduced to 26s. per cwt., 
prompt shipment. Reports from Eng- 
land and the Continent state that busi- 
ness in soya oil has been practically 
suspended.

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Further Extension in Determination 


of German Trade Issues, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov, 22, 1912. 

,On representations made by Secretary 
Knox, of the State Department, that on 
account of the correspondence still in 
progress between his department and the 
German foreign office regarding the is- 
sues involved in the subject of alleged 
export bounties paid by Germany on 
products sent to the United States, Sec- 
retary MacVeagh, of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, has issued an order again extend- 
ing for 30 days the date on which the 
proposed countervailing duties against 
German products shall be imposed. 

Ihis action carries the matter over until 
December 20, and in the meantime it is 
understood that the State department of- 
ficials will, through our representatives in 
Germany, attempt to bring about an ad- 
jJustment of the differences ever these ex- 
port bounty payments by Germany and 
the threatened countervailing duties by 
this government which will prevent the 
threatened disturbance in the trade be- 
tween the two countries which evidently 
would result in a more or less expensive 
tariff war. 

lt is stated by the officials of the State 
Department who are in position to know 
what the nature of the correspondence 
now in progress between the two govern- 
ments is that the question of the threat- 
ened action by Germany involving Amer- 
ican exports of oil to Germany, which, 
it is assumed, would result from the out- 
lined plan of the German Government in 
a monopoly in that empire on the im- 
portation and sale of oils, has no part 
in the present discussion between the 
State Department and the German foreign 
office. In other words, it is indicated that 
the issues now being discussed between 
the diplomatic officers of the two coun- 
tries relates entirely to the German policy 
in aid of what this government claims to 
be export bounties upon certain goods 
sent out from Germany including rye 
flour and other breadstuffs, split peas, 
etc. Just what the nature of this cor- 
respondence is the State Department of- 
ficials will not indicate. They regard the 
situation, however, as of such importance 
as to warrant requesting the Treasury 
officials to abstain for 30 days from the 
proposed enforcement of the countervail- 
ing duties against imports from Germany 
on the products in question, 

So far as the officials of the Treasury 
Department are advised, the German 
Government has not up to this time ap- 
parently taken very seriously the sugges- 
tions contained in the order issued by 
the ‘lreasury Department proposing to 
impose countervailing duties against Ger- 
man products. This was indicated, our 
officials say, by the indifference displayed 
by the German Government toward this 
order when it was first issued about 
three months ago. The reply first made 
by the German Government to the sug- 
gestion was of a nature which evidently 
was intended to convey the idea to this 
government that Germany was not pay- 
ing what could be construed as export 
bounties, and hence should not be sub- 
jected to countervailing duties. This 
reply did not meet the situation in the 
opinion of Secretary MacVeagh and his 
associates of the Treasury, and the 
formal order directing the collection of 
countervailing duties was issued, There- 
upon the German ofticials promptly came 
back with a request for time in which to 


consider the matter, and this time has 
now been twice extended to meet the 
conditions surrounding a discussion 


which has proceeded ever since that time. 

That the present controversy between 
this government and Germany over ex- 
port bounty payments and _ proposed 
countervailing duties does not involve in 
any way the oil controversy is indicated 
by the comments made by the State De- 
partment officials in response to the in- 
quiry whether any new conditions have 
arisen upon the oil monopoly question. 
Our representatives in Germany have 
not reported any new developments in 
that matter. 

The only information that has come 
to the State Department recently regard- 
ing the proposed action of Germany in 
creating a petroleum monopoly is said to 
have come from Roumania, one of the 


sources of the proposed German pur- 
chasers of oil under the prospective 
monopoly law, and in accordance with 


what are said to be the active efforts 
of German capitalists to encourage Rou- 
manian oil production for the German 
market. The only point brought out in 
this information is that the people of 
Roumania are watching the proposed 
action of Germany with great interest, 
as they feel that the policy proposed by 
Germany will be greatly to the advantage 
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of Roumanian oil and will curtail to a 
large extent competition of the superior 
qualities of oil from the United States 
in the German market and hence encour- 
age the sales of Roumanian oil in those 
markets. Intimations have been given 
in these reports that several efforts have 
been made by the Roumanian oil pro- 
ducers to improve the quality of refined 
petroleum turned out in that country.

Treatment of Cottonseed for Feed- 
ing Stuffs. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 22, 1912. 

At the fourth annual meeting of the 
Association of Feed Control Officials, held 
here during the past week, in addition to 
electing oificers for the ensuing year a 
series of papers were read on various 
topics pertaining to animal feed, the as- 
sociation adopted a definition for cotton- 
seed meal which is substantially a re- 
production of the definition adopted by 
the Cottonseed Crushers’ Association of 
the United States. The feed control of- 
ficials received the thanks of the cot- 
tonseed men for thus recognizing the 
standards for animal feed that had been 
adopted to cover cottonseed meal by the 
ottonseed crushers. 

The oflicials elected by the association 
for the ensuing year include J. D, Turner, 
J. Bryan, of 


of Kentucky, president; T. 
Illinois, vice-president, and G. W. Mc- 
Nider, of North Carolina, secretary- 


treasurer. 

Among the papers read before the asso- 
ciation was one by Dr. R. C. Stallings, 
State chemist of Georgia, who discussed 
cottonseed meals and their manufacture, 
especially with reference to the treatment 
of cottonseed to secure the meal for feed- 
ing stuffs, and the oil produced in the 
course of the process of manufacture. 
Referring to the oil which comes from 
the cakes, Dr. Stallings said:— 

The crude oil that comes from the cakes 
is sent to the refineries and the free fatty acid 
is taken from it and leaves a bright yellow oll 
known as “prime summer oil.'’ This oil is 
bleached colorless and the odor taken from it. 
It is then made into cooking oil, salad oil and 
compound lar@s. The refined oil is also used 
largely to take the place of and as a substitute 
for olive oi]. The residue left from the refining 
of this oil is used in making soap. There is 
also a product, a gummy material, that is 
used in paints. 

Further in his paper Dr. Stallings dis- 
cusses the variation in cottonseed pro- 
ducts in different sections, and he made 
some interesting statements in regards 
to standards to be fixed and also men- 
tions the desirability that standards fixed 
should be satisfactory to both the manu- 


facturer and consumer. Along these 
branches of the subject Dr. Stallings 
said:— 

The amount of meal taken from a ton of 


cottonseed varies considerably with the kind 
of seed, the season and the locality in which 
it is grown, but there is an average of about 
850 pounds of meal. The amount of meal that 
is obtained from a ton of cottonseed has noth- 
ing to do with its protein content—that is, in 
the ordinary method of manufacture. I will 
say that there is no fixed relationship between 
these two figures. For example, I have before 
me the figures of a manufacturer, taken at 
random, showing 714 pounds of meal from a 
ton of seed containing 7.5 per cent. ammonia 
and another showing 901 pounds of meal from 
a ton containing 7.64 per cent. ammonia. This 
shows that the ammonia present is practically 
the same and there was considerably more 
pounds of meal made in the latter case than in 
the former, 

I believe that in fixing standards as to what 
should be called cottonseed meal and what 
should not be called cottonseed meal we should 
take into consideration what meal a manufac- 
turer can make and the analysis of the same, 
in the ordinary course of manufacture. You 
will note that this product is one of the richest 
in protein of any on the market, and it should 
not be discriminated against, but given a 
square deal. I believe that no product that 
has food value should be outlawed or discrim- 
inated against and should be sold for exactly 
what it is, whether it be oat hulls, cottonseed 
hulls, oats, corn or cottonseed meal. 

As to what ig the cause of the different colors 
of meals, some being dark, some light and 
some brown, I do not know. I do not approve 
of the use of any products in a feed in which 
fermentation or molds have formed. It has 
been stated that the cause of dark meal is 
that fermentation has taken place, but I know 
that the color is not always an indication that 
the meal is spoiled, because it is said that dark 
meal may be derived from what is known as 
‘‘continuous cooking process.’’ I have received 
a preliminary statement from an investigator 
in one of our colleges who has been feeding 
dark meal under very close observation and 
considerable degree of skill, and as yet no 
ill effects have been observed. I am of the 
opinion that this product should actually be 
sold on its protein content, if it is possible to 
educate the purchaser along this line. A good 
many States have standards for feeds as to 
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the minimum content of protein, and 
manufacturers have only changed their formu 
las to meet this standard by adding some cot- 
meal.

A further and somewhat detailed dis- 
cussion of the influences of lead poi- 
soning in the industries of the country 
has just been brought out by the offi- 
icals of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor. From a review of this re- 
port, as made by the department offi- 
cials, it is disclosed, among other 
things, that in a study of lead poison- 
ing,in potteries, tile works and porces 
lair’ enameled sanitary ware factgries, 
recently made for the Federal Bureau 
of Labor, Dr. Alice Hamilton found 
that, compared with British potteries, 
“ serican potteries, with less than one- 
ha.f the workpeople, show almost twice 
as many cas@s of lead poisé#ing. Even 
these figures, unfavorable as they are 
to American establishments, do not tell 
the whole truth, for in the absence of 
legal requirements for the recording or 
reporting of cases of lead poisoning at 
the time of the investigation, it was 
impossible to make a complete census 
of the cases which had occurred during 
the last two years.

A further strengthening of the crude 
market has featured the week, covering 
nearly all of the grades of the Eastern 
field. ‘The revised quotations follow:— 
Pennsylvania, $1.80; Cabell, 1.40; 
Mercer Black, New Castle and 
Corning, $1.33; Wooster, Onio, $1.23; 
North Lima, $1.11; South Lima and In- 
diana, $1.06; Princeton, 94c.; Illinois 
light, 94c., heavy, 91c.; Corsicana light, 
Ikiectra and Henryetta, 80c. The pre- 
vailing bases for the high grade Penn- 
Sylvania oils mark a recora for nearly 


nine years. The material advances, 
Which have been lately scored in the 
high grade fieids, seem warranted on 
the steadily deciining trend of produc- 


tion. ‘Lhe aggregate for ten months of 
this year in the Pennsylvania, Lima, 
Kentucky, Illinois and mid-coniinent 
fields stands 81,453,988, as compared 
With 90,761,003 barrels for the corre- 
sponding period of 1911. Producers in 
tne Pennsylvania fields now regard a 
$2 market as a reasonable outcome of 
the present conditions. They contend 
that production during the next few 
months will show a more marked de- 
cline incidental to the difficulties of 
operating during the winter and early 


spring. There is, however, promise 
that drilling during the next few 
weeks will be much more actively 


prosecuted in response to the more at- 
tractive market for crude. Exports of 
crude mineral oil for October are re- 
ported as 14,661,383 gallons, bringing the 
total for the ten months of the year to 
148,357,862 gallons, valued at $5,248,687, 
comparing with 150,657,719 gallons 
($4.544,542) for the same interval a year 
ago. 

A review of the week's operations in 
the Eastern field notes a gain in com- 
pletions as well as new productiou. The 
summary shows 190 completions, 6,070 
barrels of new daily production, and 56 
ary holes, as compared with 147 com- 
pletions, 5,064 barrels of new produc- 
tion. and 46 dry holes for the previous 
week. The most substantial  in- 
crease in new wells is’ credited 
to West Virginia, but with more 
than a proportionate gain in dry 
holes the new production for the cur- 
rent week was not commensurate with 
the larger number of completions. 
There was a decline in Illinois comple- 
tions, although the new production was 
heavier than for the previous week. 
The Blue Creek field of Kanawha coun- 


ty, West Virginia, which has been the 
mainstay of new production in the 
high grade fields, continues on its 
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course. The new wells are 
comparatively light capacity and fail 
to oitset the faiuing om in the older 
producers. ‘lhe total output of the pool 
is around 8,000 barrels a day. ‘The Fail- 
ing Rock Creek development of Kana- 
wna county has contributed another 
good producer in a well which came in 
at the rate of 10 barrels an hour from 
ine Berea grit. The notable producer 
in Pleasant county, nearly a month 
oid, is reported holding up at 175 bar- 
rels a day, while north of Shinnston, in 
Harrison county, the weil drilied about 
six weeks ago nas been holding up at 
150 barrels a day. The new deveiop- 
ment in Spencer district, Roane county, 
has been the scene of its most notable 
completion, the well placing to its cred- 
it 400 barrels the first twenty-four 
hours. it got its pay in the Berea grit, 
The new pool in reading township, 
Perry county, is the leading attraction 
of tne Southeastern Ohio field, although 
the wells in the development do not 
show the same staying quality as in 
other sections. According to a late re- 
port, there are seven wells producing 
50 or more barrels a day, with an ag- 
gregate of 570 barrels. A short time 
ago the output of the pool was placed 
at nearly 1,000 barrels a day. In the 
deep sand territory of Hocking county, 
a well producing 55 barrels the first 
twelve hours has been brought in. 

Returns from the Lima fields of 
Northwestern Ohio and Indiana for the 
week note a slight gain in completions 
and new production, but the operations 
were without particular significance. 
Wood county continues to lead in the 
Ohio end, and the producing sections of 
Indiana have been augmented by a 
30-barrel strike in the Geneva district. 
The decline in Illinois completions for 
the week under review is not a reflec- 
tion of any abatement of drilling inter- 
est, as the upward trend in the crude 
market has lent new zeal to operations 
throughout the field. One of the more 
interesting results of the week was the 
bringing in of a producer in tne Allen- 
dale pool of Wabash county, which 
may mark a western extension to the 
territory as already defined. 

Advices from the mid-continent field 
report no new features in the recent 
operations. Much disappointment has 
been expressed over the failure of a 
test in Henryetta district, which was 
counted upon as a well of big promise. 
A similar experience was reported in 
the Cushing district. Drilling, how- 
ever, is being pushed with the same de- 
gree of keenness throughout the field 
and occasional wildcat tests hold out 
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new possibilities. There seems to be 
a revival of arilling interest in Kausas. 
Une OL the Most actiactive dusiricts 18 
Chautauqua county, whee fuisly good 
resuilS maye been reaiized. ‘ihe pipe 
line runs of the lead.ng operating COil- 
pany Im tne mid-cout.net neld were re- 
porced as averaging sv,Vd2 barrels a Gay 
cor Lne urst tourteen aays ol the month, 
as coinpa.ed with 3/,005 barrels tor tne 
fist seven days, and y5,¥56 during the 
entire month of Oc.ober.

Another well which came 
in at the rate of 1,800 barrels a day 
stopped flowing after a few days and 
will be put on the beam. A report 
from Burkburnett, Tex., notes a 
completion at that point making 100 


barrels natural, and lending promise to 
the stretch of territory becween Burk- 
burnett and the Electra field. 

Of leading interest in the California 
field is the reported sale of a prominent 
producing interest, tne consummation 
of which will have an important bear- 


ing upon future operations there. No 
authoritative details concerning the 
negotiation have yet been given. Re- 


ports place the purchaser as ‘either @ 
leading American concern, heavily in- 
terested in California developments, or 
a powerful foreign organization, which, 
for more than a year, has been reported 
as actively engaged in the acquisition 
of oil properties on the coast. In dis- 
tinction to the buoyant trend of the 
market in the East, the California 
crude product remains under a de- 
pressed influence, but at the ruling low 
prices for oil, many small refining 
plants are being established in the dif- 
ferent fields, so that there is a promise 
that practically all of the crude oil 
will be treated for its more valuable 
refining products before it is marketed. 





Refined and Products, 


continued strengthening of the 
crude market has been reflected in a 
turn in the illuminating product, an 
advance of fifteen points in the export 
schedule of the latter becoming ef- 
fective Tuesday morning.

Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov, 21, 1912. 
A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 


east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and 


ginia, t 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, shows 


a heavy increase from the figures of the pre- 
vious week. The most notable change was in 
West Virginia, where there is shown a heavy 
gain in completed wells, although the new pro- 
duction is rather light. 

The leading feature of the week was a 5-cent 
advance in the price of crude oil at the wells 
in the oils of Pennsylvania grades. Further 
advances are expected until the price gets to 
such a point that the oil trade can see a way 
to drill the small producers and find them pay- 
ing. Within less than a month the market has 
scored three advances of 5 cents each, and 


Pennsylvania oil is now higher than at any 
period since May 3, 1909. The high point 
now posted for the petroleum at the well is 


$1.80. 
Supply and demand warranted the advance 


in price. It is a well-known fact that the pro- 
duction of high-grade oil is declining daily. 
The fact that the production is not as great 
as it was is not the fault of the operator, for 
the operator has been more active during the 
current year than for a number of years past. 

Development work since the high-grade fields 
were last reviewed failed to reveal anything 
out of the ordinary. Large wells have taken 
no part in the long list outside of one above 
the general average of Roane county, West 
Virginia. Otherwise there is no territory under 
development that looks capable of furnishing 
sensational producers outside a portion of the 
deep sand districts in Illinois. The famous 
Blue Creek field, in West Virginia, that fur- 
nished the big gushers during the earlier part 
of the year fails to show anything but small 
pumpers of late, indicating that the pool has 
been pretty well drilled over. 

The probabilities are for an active season in 
the Kentucky wildcat regions, as the price of 
Somerset oil has reached $1.07 per barrel, the 
highest for one long period. Oil men in the 
Blue Grass State are making preparations to 
do a large amount of work as soon as the ma-

vania-Southern New York end of the high- 
grade fields is the activity of the well owners. 
They are rushing work in getting the old strip- 
pers in the best working order for a hard win- 
ter’s pull. Many wells are being cleaned out 
and freshened by small shots of nitro-glycerine 
with the expectation of increasing their pro- 
duction. There is no spot in Pennsylvania 
that is attracting attention at this time. The 
best wells are being found in the southwestern 
section of the State in Green and Washington 
counties, while Venango and Clarion counties 
are the most active. A well in South Franklin 
township, Washington county, is being made a 
deep test of. This venture is the property of 
the Manufacturers’ Light and Heat Company, 
on the Miller tract, about four miles southwest 
of the Clarks’ pump station.

The announcement of 
this. well took many well-known oil men to the 
Scene, but it was discovered that every acre

On Scaffold Run, Spencer district, Roane 
county, No. 2 Boggs farm, is holding at 105 
barrels and No. 1 Davidson farm at 112 bar- 
rels. [he week shows three small wells in 
Clay county. This county is still in the ex- 


perimental stage, and something large may be 
uncovered in the rush of the drill. The trade 
keeps busy testing out blocks of territory in 
the county and their efforts may be rewarded 
in time. Another county that is an unknown 
proposition is Boone. There is some new work 
Starting and other tests will begin within a 
short time. So far all ventures made in Boone 
county have been failures and new work is 
rather discouraging, 

In no part of West Virginia is there any 
Section that promises to furnish sufficient spots 
for a field of any consequence outside of a 
small congested pool, and they are scarce. 
lhe Spencer district is about the only spot that 
has been found since the Blue Creek pool was 
opened that showed valuable territory for de- 
velopment. There is plenty of acreage that 


will produce from five to ten barrels at the 
Start, but that is mostly found in the deep 
Sand districts, where operations are too ex- 
pensive. Shallow territory can be drilled to 
agg ey when wells of that capacity 
are founc . 

The famous Blue Creek pool, in Kanawha 
county, is going back rapidly. The pool will 


not produce over 8,000 barrels a day, and the 
new wells being brought in are not large 
enough to offset the decline in the older pro- 
ducers, hence the field maintains a steady 
daily. decrease in production. The gauges of

Of all the territory known to produce high- 
grade petroleum the deep sand districts are 
the most promising at this time, New pools 
are being found in all sections of what is 
now knewn as the Southeastern and Central 
Ohio districts. The southeastern part has al- 
ways been the oil producing territory, while 
Central Ohio has been looked upon as exclu- 
sively gas territory. During the present sea- 
son no less than a dozen spots in the Central 
Ohio region have shown oil in paying quan- 
tities, and these are now the most active. 
Pools have been found in Licking county along 
the entire eastern border of the county. The 
western section of Muskingum county shows 
pools of value, as does the southwestern por- 
tion of Coshocton. Pools have also been dis- 
covered in Richland, Wayne, Lorain, Medina, 
Cuyahoga, Holmes, Athens and in many other 
spots where least expected. The leading point 
of interest at this time is in the southern part 
of Hocking county, near Logan, and close to 
ten miles in advance to the southwest from 
the Straitsville-Gore fields. Three small pro- 
ducing wells have been found out of four com- 
pletions and the prospects are very good for an 
extension to the older producing region, which 
would add a large acreage of undrilled terri- 
tory to the deep-sand field. The rapid advance 
in the price of petroleum will be an incen- 
tive for active work at most any spot where 
oil is being found regardless of the size and 
cost of the ventures. In Hopewell, Hanover 
and Perry townships, Licking county, numer-

MID-CONTINENT OIL OPERATIONS. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Nov. 18, 1912. 


The past week has been without feature 
in the mid-continent field. Interest has cen- 
tered in the peculiar muddle the Osage 
leasing of available lands has developed into. 
It is recalled that when the original blanket 
lease of the Osage expired sev il years ago 
the Interior Department at Washington de- 
clined to renew it except for the acreage 
upon which developments had been started. 
The leasing of the unleased or available 
territory has been the cause of endless dis- 
eussion and manipulation. Some months ago 
a tentable company was formed for the pur- 
pose of taking over the entire unleased por- 
tion of the nation, but although this com- 
pany was made up of independent producers 
the department declined to permit it to have 
a blanket lease of so large a tract of land. 
Then the Uncle Sam Oil Company, by having 
its president go to Pawhuska and live among 
the Indians, succeeded in securing from the 
Indian council a blanket lease on 688,000 
acres of land for oil and gas purposes. This 
lease was sent on to Washington for the 
approval of the Secretary of the Interior. 
That official refused to approve the lease 
on the ground that there was no more jus- 
tice in giving a lease to the Uncle Sam Oil 
Comany than to any other company or 
individual. 

Then the department advertised that it 
would accept bids for the leasing of certain 
ef the Indian lands amounting to about 
100,000 acres. These bids were opened on 
November 11, and about 46,000 acres were 
bid upon, representing $136,000 bonus to the 
Indians. These leases were submitted to the 
Indians for approval, and they refused to 
approve, notwithstanding the Uncle Sam Com- 
pany did not offer any bonus and only one- 
eight royalty, against one-sixth under the 
bid lease. Now the government is rather up 
against it to know what to do. Secretary 
Fisher has ordered a complete investiga- 
tion. If there is any reason why the Indians 
should prefer the bid of the Uncle Sam O!1 
Company against any other bid, in spite of 
large financial difference, the government 
would like to know it. The methods of the 
Uncle Sam Company have been peculiar 
from the first and have been the cause of 
much Federal litigation, but save for a few 
weeks Mr. Tucker, the president, spent in 
jail, the company has always cleared its 
skirts. 

The investigations into the gas situation 
have been continued the past week in Okla- 
homa, and a vast amount of testimony has 
been adduced, but little information to cange 
the first conclusions has been brought out. 
The fact remains that the gas wells quickly 
decline. that many wells have become prac- 
tically exhausted, that many new wells are 
being brought in but in advance of the field, 
to reach which expensive lines must be laid, 
which will not be paid for until still fur- 
ther extensions must be made. It is a never- 
ending program of construction, with the 
selling price to consumers so low that the 
outgo is constantly larger than the income. 
When all the litigation and legislation is 
over it wili have to be a question of the 
Kansas Natural Gas Company getting enough 
for its gas to pay to operate the company. 
The pipe line runs of the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company for the first fourteen days 
of November averaged 89,051.92 barrels a 
day, as compared with 87,508 barrels a day 
for the first seven days of the month, and 
05,956 barrels a day during the entire month 
of October. The deliveries for the first two 
weeks of this month averaged 92.366.78 bar- 
rels a day, a decline from 97,0 i2 barrels 
the first seven days and 96,950 barrels a day 
in October. During the first two weeks of 
this month 46,408.10 barrels of oil was taken 
out of storage, being a daily average of 
3,314.86 barrels. The average for October 
was 993.65 barrels. The advance in the pree 
of Eastern oi! to-day is taken as an indica- 
tion that there will be further advances in 
the price of Western oil. The price of this 
oil is now 73 cents. 

The oil business is in a very healthful con 
dition in Kansas. All over the old fields 
redrilling is now in progress, and some 
pretty fair wells are being found. Mont- 
gomery county is drilling some good gassers, 
eight to twelve million feet a day, and is 
also reporting some paying oil producers 
There are upward of 100 drilling wells now 
it is claimed. The effort to connect Wayside 
and Ely City with Hale and Peru over in 
Chautauqua county may be successful. The 
test by Keith, Long & Barrington, one mile 
west of the Chautauqua county line, was at 
first reported dry, but develops to be a six 
million-foot gasser. This undoubtedly means 
that up against this gas somewhere is a 
body of oil, and an effort will be made to 
find it. Another test is being drilled about 
a mile this side of the Chautauqua county 
line. The test at Silverdale, near Arkansas 
City, Is attracting a great dea] of attention, 
as it is believed that northeast of the gas 
territory will be found some oil, and on this 
theory hundreds of acres of land are being 
leased, If this test should prove a _ pro- 
ducer it will mean a large amount of new 
work in a territory that has been neglected 
for several years. There is still some work 
going on in the northern part of the field, 
in Allen, Johnson and Miami counties, but 
the results have not been very satisfactory. 
A test was drilled this month just outside 
of Kansas City, and it showed considerable 
oil, It will not be surprising if some day 
a fair oil field will be developed within 
driving distance of Kansas City. The writer 
six or seven years .ago visited some «test 
wells just south of Kansas City; they were 
ful] of oil, and bubbling over. It would ap- 
pear that with T75-cent to $1 oil it would 
Pay to exploit this territory. ‘

there is general interest. From the Kansas 
line almost to the Texas line, here and there 
and everywhere, the mad rush for oil is in 
evidence. New extensions are constantly be- 
ing found. Wildcat tests are ever holding 
out new possibilities, and no man can teil 
what that wonderful territory will develop. 
Oklahoma seems to be one big oil field. As 
the price of oil advances the nerve of the 
Operator to go out into unexplored fields in- 
creases. Oklahoma will probably never again 
produce as much oi] as last year, but if it 
holds near that a vast amount of driliing 
will be necessary, and that will mean pros- 
perity to Oklahoma, New shops are con- 
$ ntly coming in, new industries are start- 
ing and everything that oil induces is com- 
ing fust to Okiahoma. 

There is considerable disappointment over 
the outcome of the Moffett test on the Seyborne 
land, in 17-11-12, Henryetta district. This 
well is an extreme southeast extension of the 
pool and it was believed to be in line for a 
big producer. While it developed sixty-five feet 
of sand there was no oil and only a small 
amount of gas. Had it been a big gasser it 
would not have been so much of a disappoint- 
ment. However, the fact of a good body of 
sand and some. gas leads to the conclusion that 
in that vicinity will be found an extension of 
the pool. It may veer to the east or to the 
southwest. The Black & Stoffer test on the 
morrison, in 22-12-13, which is going down for 
the deep sand, is still drilling. West of Hen- 
ryetta, in the Summers pool, some fine wells 
are being found and Henryetta now promises 
to be one of the large districts of the field. 

In the Cushing district the test of the Gypsy 
Oil Company, on the Charles Kennel, in 30- 
18-7, is a failure, much to the surprise of 
the fraternity, notwithstanding the fact that 
it was a mile and one-half east of the dry 
hole drilled by the Producers’ Oil Company. 
The Funk & Rider well on the Richards farm, 
in 5-17-12, reported a week ago s a 250- 
arrel well, hag been shot and started at the 
rate of about 600 barrels a day. It is not 
holding up at that. R. E. Fuller will drill 
an offset test in the northeast corner of the 
Nancy Yarhola farm, in_ 8-17-7. The Me- 
Mann Oil Company is drilling Nos. 3 and 4 
on the A. Darrisaw, in 28-18-7. The former 
should be in in about ten day Just now there 
is a great deal of interest down toward Stroud 
and there is prospect of considerable drilling 
both southwest and southeast, 

The revival of drilling in Chautauqua county 
nas continued until the hilly region of Kansas 
presents the aspect of a real oil field. While 
some of the advance wells have not come in 
satisfactorily, enough good new production is 
being found to give promise of a great deal 
of drilling in Chautauqua county in the imme- 
diate future. The territory immediately ad- 
joining Sedan on the west is showing up well 
and Denman Brothers are to-day moving in a 
rig on the Brosius within the town limits, and 
it begins to appear as if the Casement pool 
on the west of Sedan and the Broadbeck pool 
on the east might be connected up and Sedan 
experience the excitement of a town-lot devel- 
opment. The well just north of town on the 
Collins ranch, in 15-33-11, drilled by _ the 
Ranch Oil Company (Denman Brothers) is 
dry in the Peru sand. This is a great disap- 
pointment to the oil fraternity, as it was an- 
ticipated that a pool would be opened at this 
point. Drilling, however, is being continued 
to the lime. The Pauline Oil Company (Sproul 
et al.) is starting a wildcat venture west of 
operations in 16-34-11 on the Vanluven prop- 
erty. 

The development of the Briggs pool west and 
north of Sedan about seven or eight miles is 
interesting. These wells start off at from 
thirty-five to forty barrels and hold up with 
remarkable tenacity. The pool is growing in 
extent and promises to be one of the best in 
Chautauqua, county. Noble & Coulter have 
drilled in their first test on the Trusley, in 
94-33-10, and it is doing thirty-five barrels a 
day. 

At Rantoul, in Franklin county, 
northern development of the Kansas field, the 
Virginia Oil Company (Beeler, Campbell and 
Marcel) has completed its No. 2 on the Eliza- 
beth Tulloss farm, and it is a fifteen-barrel 
pumper. About one mile north of this 8. 5. 
Whiteford has just finished a forty-barrel 
well in a new deeper sand. The well is lo 
cated on the Gardner farm and is 500 feet deep. 

East of Independence on the old School farm, 
near the Catholic cemetery.

There is quite a little revival of work in the 
vicinity of Erie, in Neosho county, where there 
has been a well drilled now and then for the 
past three years, but with very indifferent 
success. Two or three oil wells have started 
up work there again, and now it appears that 
a little boom for that district may result. 

In the lower end of the Ramsey pool Shertzer 
& Bartles have drilled in two more wells on 
the William Barker in 29-28-13. They are Nos. 
7 and 8, and are gobd for twenty and thirty-five 
barrels, respectively. About the only hope of 
the Ramsey pool is the discovery of a prolific 
deep sand. 

The Los Angeles-Cherokee Oil Company, in 
82-21-18, Turley district of the Bird Creek, has 
completed No. 8 on the Will Burgess. It was 
shot and is making fifty barrels. The Barns- 
dall Oil Company has completed its No. 149 on 
Osage lot 107.

Isver since these reports first began 
to be circulated it has been ob@erved that the 
Standard was working with fevérish haste and 
spending millions in money to further strength- 
en_ its position here, 

_ The Indian Retining Company, the market- 
ing end of the Shell interests, has been estab- 
lished in California for nearly a year, with 
offices both in San Francisco and in Los An- 
geles The company has storage and distribut- 
ing stations for refined products at Seattle, at 
Martinez, on San Francisco bay, and has re- 
eently purchased or leased fifty acres of land 
at the port of Los Angeles, where a similar 
plant is to bé erected at once, Already the 
company has received several ship loads of its 
goods from the Orient, and is making a bid for 
business. The representatives of the company 
here have always maintained that they were 
here for nothing but a share of the gasoline 
trade on this coast, and that they did not at 
present intend to enter the producing field, and 
es no fight with the Standard nor any one 
else. 

The Union Provident Oil Company is con- 
trolled by Lyman Stewart, its president; his 
brother, Milton Stewart, of Titusville, Pa.. and 
Ww. L. Stewart, his son, who is manager of the 
executive department of the Union Oil Com- 
pany The Union Oil Company is capitalized 
at 1,000,000, and of this amount $30,000,000 
is outstanding, Of this $30,000,000 the Union 
Provident owns $16,000,000. 

The negotiations, which have been earried on 
by Robert Watchorn, the assistant to Lyman 
Stewart, are based on $125 per share for the 
Stewarts’ interest, with the further stipula- 
tion that the buyers shall pay the same price 
for w hatever other stock may be offered them.

Ly man Stewart in an interview stated that 
he did not know who the parties were that 
were buying their stock, and that Mr. 
W atchorn was also in the dark as to their 
identity, as the negotiations had all been car- 
ried on through a third party. He stated 
further that as a representative of the Shell 
interests had only last week been in Los An- 
geles for the purpose of opening negotiations 
for the purchase of the Union, the assumption 
was that Mr. Watchorn was dealing with rep- 
resentatives of the Standard or some other in- 
terests, It has later developed that repre- 
Sentatives of the General Petroleum Company 
have been in New York in conference with 
Mr. Watchorn and there is some speculation 
as to their intentions.

Different processes are used, but all lead 
to the same result.

The Genera} Petroleum Company has just 
started up a small plant on one of its prop- 
erties in the Sunset-Midway field, where the 
beavy grade of oil is produced. The plant 
has a capacity of 3,300 barrels a day. The 
crude before treatment averages 15.5 grav- 
ity. In running it through the stills 610 
Sallons of high-grade gasoline is drawn off. 
and the fuel residuum that remains tests 14.4 
gravity. This is given as an example, 

The Santa Fe has a similar plant on its 
property in the same field, with a capacity 
of 6,000 barrels a day, and it is to be en- 
larged to 10,000 barrels capacity. Other 
plants are going up and being projected in 
all parts of the field. The ability to secure 
such returns from low-grade oil has opened 
up a new avenue of profit to the producer, 
which he is not slow to take advantage of. 


ASPHALT AND ROAD OIL, 


It is now stated that the purpose of the 
Standard Oil Company in establishing its 
refinery in the Kern River field is for the 
exclusive manufacture of asphalt and road 
oil, and that the “good roads’? movement 
is the cause of it. The company has been 
buying Kern River (heavy) oil for the last 
ten years, and now has about 22,000,000 bar- 
rels of oil in storage in its tanks at this 
point, which tests from 13 to 14 degrees in 
Sravity. This oil yields 35 per cent. pure 
asphalt, and 60 per cent. of liquid asphalt 
or road oil can be obtained. 

The railroads have recently made Bakers- 
field a terminal point so far as rates are 
concerned, and shippers can now ship goods 
from this point at the same rate as from 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, and the 
Standard therefore is saved the necessity 
of shipping this crude from the storage 
tanks to Point Richmond or El Segundo, 
and in order to save freight will bring its 
factory to the field.

The general production is satisfactory, being 
of about 5,500 tons a day. The Colombia Com- 
pany’s well at Tzuicani-Moreni continues its 
wonderful eruptions, with an average output 
of 1,300 tons a day, and some new completions 
are announced which is very gratifying, the 
refineries having to work to their full capacity 
to meet the demands from the home trade and 
from abroad. The Aquila Franco-Romana’s 
well No. 25, at Mislishoara de North, having 
been drilled deeper, struck oil with a yield of 
six tons a day, while H. Thermann’s well No, 
8 became a producer and shows good for four 
tons a day. The Romano-Americana’s well No. 
1B at Gropi has increased its output to 60 
tons a day, while the Concordia Company's 
well No. 237, in the same field, yields 10 tons, 
and Rucareano’s well No. 1 produces 25 tons 
a day. The Germano-Romana’s well No. 10 
reached the oil stratum at 358 meters. The 
oil rose at 220 meters in the column, and 
everything points that this well will be of an 
eruptive character. Well No. 3, of Spiru Lalu, 
at Burloi, struck oil at 125 meters; the oil 
rose at 100 meters in the column, and prep- 
arations for bailing are being made. The 
Steana Romana Company’s well No. 231 at 
Chiciura has resumed its eruptions, yielding 
60 to 80 tons a day. The production of the 
Tzincea oil field is of 300 tons a day, of which 
the Orion Company is credited with 220 tons, 
the Olfa Company with 45 to 50 tons, the bal- 
ance being produced by various other concerns. 
The production of the Arbanash-Policiori 
field is in increase. The Steana Romana hav- 
ing now better transportation facilities for the 
crude of this field, gets a daily output of 300 
tons. Tne Naphtha Company has a production 
of 20 tons, the Orion Company 10 and the 
Becin Oil Fields Ltd., about 10 tons a day. 
All these companies have several other wells 
in drilling and are pushing the operations 
energetically, so that the prospects for the de- 
velopment of this field are most promising. 
The Astra Romana Company completed its 
well No. B 10 at Bana-Moreni, which made 
powerful eruptions, destroying a part of the 
installations, but the well was corked and 
now they are busy to clean it. ‘The same 
company brought in its well No. 5 at Fili- 
pesti de Padure, which at a depth of 973 ma- 
ters made eruptions producing abundant gases, 
but little oil. The output is of 30 tons a day. 
As soon as the gases will diminish in intensity 
the well will be drilled a few meters deeper. 
Their well No. 6 continues its eruptions, 
yielding 8 tons a day; on October 14 it made 
a powerful eruption with a yield of 290 tons. 
The total production of the Astra-Romana 
Company was of 1,177 tons a day on the 
average, while the Steana Romana had an 
average production of 920 tons and the Ro- 
mana-Americana Company 700 tons a day. 
The export movement continues to be very 
active. Benzine is being exported also by 
land in tank cars to Italy and France. The 
month of September will mark a record in 
Roumania petroleum exports, the quantities of 
various products exported amounting to more 
than 100,000 tons.

fined oil; Hermione, for England, with 7,126 
tons residuals; Hyrcania, for England, with 
6,878 tons, refined oil; Broadmayne, for Eng- 
land, with 4,284 tons residuals; Cadillac, for 
Turkey, with 6,354 tons refined oil; Bayonne, 
for Italy, with 4,185 tons refined oil; Derbent, 
for Egypt, with 2,063 tons residuals; Ouval, 
for Egypt, with 3,026 tons residuals; Vesta, 
for Austria, with 3,501 tons residuals; Servian, 
for England, with 6,689 tons refined oil; Su- 
wanee, for Tunis, with 3,873 tons residuals; 
Georgian Prince, for France, with 3,998 tons 
distillate.

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Galician Petroleum Report, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

The feature of the crude oil market during 
the interval has been a new advance in price 
by the controlling interests. The production of 
Boryslaw-Tustanowice for September fell sub- 
stantially below that of the previous month, 
being 82,524 tons. as compared with 89,161 for 
August, of which Boryslaw was credited with 
13,548 and Tustanowice with 68,981 tons, This 
talling off in production and the important pur- 
chases made by the Vacuum Oil Company 
caused the crude oil prices to rise rapidly and 
attain about 6.50 kronen per 100 kilos. 

When in 1907 there was an overproduction of 
crude oil in Gaiicia and the price dropped to 
9@10 kronen per ton the Austrian Government 
decided to use crude oil as fuel for the State 
railroads. To this end a contract was entered 
into with the union of crude oil producers for 
the supply of one and a half million tons at 
the price of 28.40 kronen per ton, to be deliv- 
ered at the rate of 300,000 tons per annum till 
April, i911, and from this date at a price 
to be determined according .to the price of coal, 
The government also constructed at Drokobicz 
a large refinery for skimming the crude and 
taking off the benzine, investing in same six- 
teen million kronen, advanced large amounts 
of money for the installation of storage tanks 
and took steps to change the system of heating 
the locomotives. In 1910 another contract was 
closed with the union of crude oil producers 
for the supply of a further quantity of 900,000 
tons of crude at 3.09 kronen per 100 kilos, 
Later the crude oil price advanced continually 
till it reached 6.50 kronen per 100 kilos. This 
improved the situation of the oil producers and 
allowed them to make good profit. By the 
gradual and rapid decrease of the crude oil 
production, which now is about half of the 
maximum quantity attained, the refining in- 
dustry suffered great losses. These would have 
been heavier still but for the high prices of 
products in the world’s markets, which caused 
the refiners to recover in some way. In the 
meantime, the Austrian Government, being 
aware that in case the crude oil price should 
advance and the production fall off the pro- 
ducers would slacken their deliveries, claimed 
of the union to supply a larger quantity of 
crude in advance. Thus they obtained the de- 
livery of 1,300,000 tons more than the quantity 
due at that time. 

The crude oil price having gone up beyond 
expectation and the Vacuum Oil Company 
having suddenly reopened its refinery § in 
Dzieditz, the crude oil producers asked for. a 
prolongation of the term of delivery, and en- 
deavored to obtain either the cancelation of 
the contracts or a noticeable increase of the 
price. On the other hand, the refiners asked 
the government to cede to them the crude oil 
contracts, as the difference between 3.09 
kronen and the market price to be paid by the 
refiners will enable the guvernment to pay up 
entirely the cost of the Drohobycz refinery. 
They further claimed that this refinery be 
handed over to them that they may operate it. 
But the government does not feel inclined to 
give up its position in the oil industry, ac- 
quired with so great a sacrifice, the less so as 
sooner or later the petroleum monopoly may 
become a fact. The union of crude oil pro- 
ducers, anyway, are compelled to supply the 
oil at the prices stipulated, regardless of 
whether the market price is much higher to- 
day. 

The government cannot agree to an increase 
of price, but it may consider the demand for 
a reduction of the quantity to be supplied, 
if it is proven that the suppliers are unable 
to furnish the quantities provided by the con- 
tracts. On account of the reduced production 
and the very high price the use of liquid fuel 
in the locomotives of the Austrian railroads 
becomes questionable from the economical 
standpoint.

COLORADO OIL FIELD. 


Oil has been found in Fremont, Boulder, Mesa, Rio Blanca, Routt, Pueblo and 
Archuleta counties and is produced commercially in the first two. In both the oil 
occurs in the Pierre shale of the Montana group (Upper Cretaceous), and is 
found, especially in the Florence field in Fremont county, in crevices in steeply 
inclined shale at considerable depth, the wells ranging from 2,850 to 3,600 feet. Four 
pay streaks have been developed by some of these wells; other deep wells have 
failed to find oil. The Florence oil is 31 degrees to 32 degrees Baumé and dark 
green in color. The quality is satisfactory for refining. 

In 1901 several wells were drilled near Boulder, 30 miles northwest of Denver 
which opened this so-called Boulder field. Oil was found at between 2,700 and 2,900 
feet in the Pierre shale. The oil produced is remarkable for its high gravity (42.5 
degrees Baumé). It is Pennsylvania grade. This discovery stimulated drilling in 
many parts of the State—in Boulder, Archuleta, Routt, Gunnison, Jefferson, Arap- 
ahoe, El Paso, La Plata, Saguache, Elbert, Logan and Pueblo counties. 'A con- 
siderable field of high-grade oil has been developed in the Rangely district of 
Moffat and Rio Blanco counties, but production in this field was limited to the 
quantity required for drilling wells because of lack of transportation. The de- 
velopment of the field is waiting upon the completion of the Moffat road or other 
rail transportation. Small wells have been drilled near Debeque, but the Flor- 
ence and Boulder fields remain the sources of the oil supply in Colorado.

OBITUARY. 


Alfred J. Breinig. 


Alfred J. Breinig, an official of the Al- 
lentown Manufacturing Company, of Al- 
leitown, Pa., died on November 21, at his 
home in that city. He was seventy-four 
years old. Mr. Breinig had been a suf- 
ferer with chronic ailments for nearly 
ten years, which became alarming during 
the past month.

The author of this book is Clifford D. 
Holley, Ph. D., whose experience in the 
field covered by his subject has been 
such as to fit him well for the task 
which resulted in the volume under con- 
sideration. Dr. Holley states in the pref- 
ace of his book that he has endeavored 
to present methods of analysis that are 
rapid and convenient and at the same 
time assume accurate results. Many of 
the methods were described in his earlier 
work, but the greater scope of the pres- 
ent work has made a place for a number 
of additions. 

All in all the book is widely useful and 
doubtless would prove for many a good 
investment of the price, $2.50.

Zinc Production of United States 
in 1911. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 22, 1912. 


The zine production of the United 
States during the past year broke all rec- 
ords, according to the statistics prepared 
by the United States Geological Survey. 
The producion of spelter in the Unitéd 
States from foreign and domestic ores in 
1911 is quoted at 286,526 short tons, a gain 
of more than 8,000 tons, compared with 
the production for the preceding year. 
in the production of recoverable zinc Mis- 
souri leads with 122,516 short tons, and of 
crude zine and zine-lead ore, 8,162,076 short 
tons. This report on zine production was 
compiled for the Survey by C. E. Sieben- 
thal as-an advance chapter from ‘Min- 
eral Resources” for the past year. Com- 
menting on these figures, Mr. Siebenthal 
says:— 

The production of primary spelter (zinc) from 
domestic ore in 1911 was 271,621 short tons, 
valued at $30,964,794, according to a _ state- 
ment just issued by the United States Geologi- 
eal Survey. This is the greatest production 
in the history of the industry and shows an 
increase of 19,142 tons over 1910. The imports 
cf spelter, however, reached the lowest figures 
in recent years, while exports increased about 
one-half over those of 1910.

Canadian-British West Indies Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreement 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. ) 
Washington, Nov. 22, 1912. 

Advices have been received by the Divi- 
sion of Foreign Tariffs of the Bureau of 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce that 
the government of the Island of St. Vin- 
cent proposes new tariff policies in ac- 
cordance with the plans perfected for 
bringing reciprocal trade agreements be- 
tween the Dominion of Canada and the 
British Islands of the West Indies. 

The new tariff proposed for the colony 
of St. Vincent, British West Indies, pro- 
vides that preferential rates of duty shall 
be granted on Canadian products amount- 
ing approximately to about 20 per cent. 
on all imports of the specific products 
from Canada. In the list of articles men-

tioned on which the new rates of duty 
shall be approximately 80 per cent. of the 
general tariff rates of St. Vincent, linseed 
oil cake and meal, paint and varnishes, 
soap, starches, etc., are included. These 
preferential rates are not only accorded 
to the Dominion of Canada, but to the 
United Kingdom and Newfoundland on 
imports under the proposed reciprocal ar- 
rangement intended to bring about closer 
trade relations between the United King- 
dom and her dependencies.

It transpires that 
the sale of prime oil reported in last 
week’s issue was not strictly prime 
stock, as this grade was not available 
under 94c. per gallon. At the close of 
the week sellers were generally asking 
from 94c. to 98c. for strictly prime win- 
ter lard oil, spot and nearby delivery. 
A better inquiry was in evidence from 
foreign consumers for off grades.

Sellers of crude Northern menhaden oil 
were offering supplies on the basis of 
28@29c. per gallon, and on a firm bid it 
was possible to shade these figures.

Tex- 
tile mills were in the market for sapon- 
ified red oil, and standard stock was 
quoted at 74@7%ec. per pound, as to 
quantity. 

STEARIC ACID.—Firmness charac- 
terized the market for stearic acid. 
Large manufacturers were well sold up 
on contracts, and sellers were asking 
higher prices in seyeral instances. 
What stocks .were available for prompt 
shipment were held at 9%@l0%eec. per 
pound. The inside figure was for No. 2. 
There was a good inquiry for futures, 
with dealers asking spot prices in all 
positions, 

TALLOW OIL.—With no change of 
any importance in the tallow situation 
quctations for tallow oil followed an 
even course during the past week. 
Business was quiet, both in an export 
and domestic way, with consumers not 
inclined to augment stocks at prevail- 
ing quotations. Leading interests were 
asking 65c. per gallon for the acidless, 
with small sales put through on this 
basis. Prime oil was wholly nominal 
at 62c. per gallon, with the demand 
practically at a standstill, 

SEAL OIL.—Prices for seal oil were 
well maintained, despite the lack of 
demand from large cofsumers. Offer- 
ings were moderate, and supplies were 
practically in the hands of jobbers. 
Asking prices ranged from 53c. to 5é6c. 
per gallon, as to quantity. 

SPERM AND WHALE 


OIL.—With 
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prices. for crude sperm oil firm there 
were no changes to report in the re- 
fined grades. The stocks of sperm oil 
at New Bedford were 5,260 barrels, with 
sellers holding out for higher prices in 
many instances. There were no 
changes in the whalebone market, with 
business restricted owing to the high 
prices asked by sellers. The stocks re- 
main at 116,000 pounds. Trading in re- 
fined sperm oil was moderate, but the 
ideas of sellers were firm on all grades. 
The high position of competing oils and 
greases is having a strong influence 
upon the situation. In London sperm 
oil was quoted at £30 per ton at the 
close of the week, Local quotations 
follow :—Bleached winter, 38-degree cold 
test, 72c. per gallon; 45-degree cold test, 
70e.; natural winter, 38-degree cold test, 
69c.; 45-degree cold test, 67c. At New 
Bedford the eighty barrels of whale oil 
which arrived on the A. T. Gifford were 
sold at a private. price for manufac- 
ture, The demand for refined whale oil 
was quiet, with no changes in prices.

A steadily increasing volume of busi- 
Ness has been recorded in the whole- 
sale drug trade throughout the week 
as the jobbing and retail interests in 
all sections of the country have con- 
tinued to lay in exceptionally heavy 
winter supplies in anticipation of a 
material, expansion of the absorptive 
power of ultimate consumers whose 
purchasing ability is being steadily 
augmented by the general prosperity 
based up  unprecedentedly valuable 
crops and improving business. 'Thouzh 
there have been many more recessions 
than usual in prices of staple drugs 
and commodities, there has been no 
cessation in the upward movement of 
a large majority of the articles waose 
quotations have been changed, and the 
advances have again far outnumbered 
the declines. 

A further

reflection of the material 
curtailment of many of the botanical 
crops in Europe, Asia and Africa last 
summer, through long-continued 
drought in some sections and torren- 
tial rains in other districts, has been 
noted within tne interval in the virtual 
exhaustion of spot stocks of euphorbia 
pilulifera, pulsatilla, select licorice root, 
manaca, mandrake, saw palmetto ber- 
ries, simarubra bark, cannabis Indica, 
Zanzibar and Amboyna cloves, Hun- 
garian and Spanish paprika and such 


essential oils as cedar leaf, clove, 
Africa rose and Bourbon geranium 


and natural sassafras. 
Tariff revision has ceased to consti- 
tute even a topic for discussion by the 


trade, and has been completely elim- 
inated as a factor in the situation. 
The prospect of a speedy ending of 


the Balkan war through an armistice, 
to be arranged by the Powers of Eu- 
rope, has nad no appreciable influence 
upon even those commodities which 
are native to Turkey and the States 
of the Balkan federation, and about 
the only influences now at work in the 
importing and wholesale departments 
of the local market are the growing 
scarcity of a large number of the crude 
drugs and the constantly increasing 
prosperity of all industrial enterprises 
in this country. 

Opium prices have been lowered con- 
siderably for botn case and jobbing 
lots of the gum on the prospect of 
heavy arrivals from the primary mar- 
kets within the near future which are 
counted upon to augment spot stocks 


materially. Other notable reductions 
have been made in ‘prices of carbon 
bisulphide, glucose and grape sugar, 


glycerine, nitrate of silver, tamarind, 
true South American balsam copaiba, 
balsam tolu, lemon peel, wahoo bark 
of root, bergamot and wormwood oils, 
Hungarian chamomile flowers, Curacao 
aloes in gourds, cape aloes and stem- 
less sage leaves. Most important ad- 
vances have been recorded in Valencia 
saffron flowers, cannabis Indica tops, 


eupnorbia pilulifera, pulsitilla, kola 
nuts, simarubra bark, saw palmetto 


berries, cedar leaf oil, cloves and clove 
oil, African rose and Bourbon geranium 
oils, oil of expressed limes, sandalwood 


and natural sassafras oils, select

In the face of the prospect for a ma- 
terial contraction in the new crop yield 





of opium throughout Turkey and Tur- 
kish possessions, the leading importer 
of the gum and most of the principal 
holders of this narcotic have towered 
their prices 20c, within the week, to a 
basis of $6.90 in case lots and $6.95 in 
jobbing lots. The only’ ostensible 
cause for this reduction has been found 
in the outlook for heavy arrivals from 
both Constantinople and Smyrna within 
the next few days, and in the con- 
sequent. belief that the augmenting of 
spot supplies from these’ primary 
sources would bring about at least a 
temporary recession from the relatively 
high prices hitherto prevailing unless 
a moderate marking down of quotations 
were resorted to in advance of the act- 
ual receipt of the gum. Keen com- 
petition among the largest local holders 
is also believed to -have inspired the 
first cut in prices which has been fol- 
lowed by similar concessions on the 
part of all except a few dealers who 
are still holding out for $7.10 for the 
gum in case lots and $7.15 in jobbing 
quantities. Though the powdered grade 
is quoted by most of the local holders 
at $7.75 and the granular description at 
$8, it is generally recognized that these 
prices may be shaded 5 to 10c. on the 
proffer of a sizeable order. Opium in 
bond at the port of New York on Octo- 
ber 31 is reported to have amounted to 
15,556 pounds, valued at $76,751, as 
compared with 55,529 pounds, valued at 
$247,052, for the corresponding period 
lest year. No stocks of the gum were 
reported in bond at Boston on October 
31, but at the corresponding date a 
rear ago 153 pounds, valued at $802 
were noted at the latter port. A sharp 
marking up of quotations for morpaine 
was looked for until recently, as a se- 
quel to the recent advance in codeine 
prices, but since this week’s reduction 
in prices of opium has been made, it 
is considered doubtful whether the 
manufacturers of the first-mentioned 
cerivative will elevate the figures now 
asked for it.

Quinine, 


After having offered outside lots of 
new as well as old German sulphate 
at the relatively low levels of 16%@ 
17c., second hands in the local market 
have advanced their prices within the 
interval to 17%@18c. for new German 
salts and to 17@17\4c. for comparative- 
ly old sulphate. Java and Amsterdam 
salts in second hands have also been 
more firmly held toward the close of 
the week and are now generally com- 
manding 18c. for new sulphate. The 
marking up of prices for these outside 
lots has been due principally to the 
stiffening of the Amsterdam market 
for the salts both before and after 
Friday’s auction at which all of the 
50,000 ounces of British pharmacopeial 
salts were sold at an average price of 
14.14 florins per kilo, a unit consider- 
ably higher than those obtained at 
previous sales in that center since the 
first auction in August. At the last 
of the October sales, the unit was 13.54 
florins and at the first of that month’s 
sales, the average price secured was 
13.50 florins. This last mentioned unit 
also prevailed at both sales in Sep- 
tember and at both of the July auc- 
tions. Shipments of bark from Java 
for the first half of November have 
amounted to 590,000 Dutch pounds, 
which is at the rate of 1,180,000 Dutch 
pounds for the entire current month, 
as compared with 1,758,000 Dutch 
pounds for October, 1,692,000 Dutch 
pounds fcr September and 2,106,000 for 


August. At the London bark sale 
Tuesday, the seemingly stereotyped 
unit of %d. was again realized.

by making the revised quotations $2.22 
for 42 degrees mixing glucose and $2.36 
for 70 degrees grape sugar. A substan- 
tial increase in buying by confection- 
ery manufacturers and other large 
consumers has been noted since this 
latest marking down of the quotations, 
GLYCERINE.—In_ response to a 
noteworthy falling off in the demand 
for the dynamite grade, with the ad- 
vent of freezing temperatures which 
have curtailed mining operations con- 
siderably of late, the principal manu- 
facturers of this commodity have re- 
duced their prices a half cent., making 
the revised quotation 18%@18%c. Keen 
competition among the refiners has 
likewise resulted in a lowering of the 
quotations for the C. P. grade to the 
extent of a half cent by a majority of 
these interests to a bulk hasis of 19%@ 
20c for this grade in drums and bar- 


rels and to 204%@2tc. in cans. Con- 
sumption, which was reaching com 
paratively large proportions at the 


higher figures hitherto prevailing, has 
not been augmented materially by this 
marking down of prices. Soap lye, of 
the lowest quality, which contains 
from 60 per cent. to 75 per cent. of 
glycerol, is still held at 13@13%c., but 
manufacturers of the highest quality, 
which yields 80 per cent. of glycerol, 
are shading their prices a half cent to 
15@1l5¥ec.

No change of any. importance has occurred

The general view of sellers with regard to 
prices, with some exceptions, is still above 
155 francs.

MENTHOL.—Though local stocks 
have been augmented slightly within 
the week by additional arrivals of new 
crop goods, these offerings have been 
absorbed so rapidly as to leave the 
market here almost as bare as hither- 
to. In several instances, the goods in- 
cluded in the new arrivals had been 
purchased and resold long before they 
reached the local market, and therefore 
went immediately into consumption. 
Stocks in Japan are reported to be ex- 
tremely light, and no material addi- 
tion to spot supplies is therefore ex- 
pected for sOme time.

VANILLA.—Development of further 
weakness in the Paris and other French 
markets for the Bourbon beans has not 
been reflected in the primary markets 
for Mexican beans, which, on the con- 
trary, give every evidence of stiffening 
materially for the crop cuts. Although 
the gathering of the 1912-1913 crop 
whole beans will not be begun until 
next month, large quantities of this 
crop’s picaduras have already been 
gathered, and are now being cured. 
Some of these cuts are so nearly ready 
to be marketed that arrivals of the 
first lot, which has recently been 
bought in the Papantla district, are ex- 
pected to reach the local market on or 
about December 15. The bulk of the 
new cuts, however, will not be shipped 
here until February, March and April 
of next year, and no sizable lots of 
the new crop whole beans are booked 
for before May or June. The curers 
in the Papantla and Gutierrez-Zabora 
districts are very firm in their views 
on the new crop cuts, and are holding 
their prices on them at the relatively 
high level of $3.25 for February-March 
shipment. It is generally conceded 
that the 1912-1913 crop of Mexican 
beans will be far inferior both in 
weight and quality to the 1911-1912 
beans, which have proved extraordi- 
narily desirable. Extract manufactur- 
ers are still buying extensively of the 
1911-1912 whole beans and cuts vir- 
tually all of which have béen taken 
from the primary markets by the New 
York and French operators who ex- 
press belief that it will probably be 
many years before such excellent beans 
are again available. The local opera- 
tors continue to quote the whole beans 
of the 1911-1912 crop at $3.50@5, accord- 
ing to quality and quantity, and the 
cuts of that yield at $3.25@3.50. 

Bourbons are still being absorbed in 
increasing volume by French, German, 
Italian and English confectionery and 
drug interests at the lower prices, 
which have been reached as a result 
of the continued heavy arrivals of the 
new crop beans at Marseilles.

Herbs and Leaves, 


BUCHU.-—As the demand for both 
short and long leaves has slackened 
within tne week, there has been no 
further upward movement of prices, 
despite the increasing scarcity of 
stocks. Spot supplies of the short, 


which are very scanty, are still being 
sold at $1.60@1.70, according to quality, 
and one or two local holders are de- 
clining to market their goods at less 
than $1.80, as they expect to have ta 
pay at least that much for new sup- 
plies on and after January 1, waen 
the increased British-South African 
gathering and export tax of 2s. 6d. is 
levied on Crown land leaves. For 
prompt shipment, however, there are 
still some offers of these leaves at 
$1.50@1.60.

An increasing absorption of cloves, 
pepper, paprika, mace and pimento by 
the grinding trade has been noted 
within the week, and prices of most of 
these spices have shown an advancing 
tendency as a result of greatly dimin- 
ished supplies, and the prospect for a 


curtailment of the new crops. 
CLOVES.—A further advance has 


been made in both Zanzibar and Am- 
boyna grades in consequence a deple- 
tion of spot stocks and the difficulties 
experienced in obtaining additional 
supplies in the primary markets or in 
Europe. Profit taking by speculative 
holders of this spice has ceased, and 
prices have been marked up %c. more 
for the Zanzibar variety to 20%@2Ic., 
while %c. additional for the Amboyna 
grade to 22@238c. 

PAPRIKA.—A growing shortage of 
both Hungarian and Spanish descrip- 
tions in the primary markets, and here 
has resulted in a sharp marking up of 
prices for spot goods, making the re- 
vised quotations 35@36c. for Hungarian 
and 15@19c., as to quality, for Spanish, 
A brisk demand is reported at these 
prices. 


Our correspondent in Hungary has 
advised us as follows:— 
Szeged, Hungary, Nov. 2, 1912. 


Not for many years have the paprika plants 
developed so well and so beautifully as they 
have this year. From cultivation to just be- 
fore ripening the plants thrived so magnificent- 
ly that everyone counted with justice upon a 
record harvest. Then suddenly excessively 
cold weather set in, accompanied by unceasing 
heavy rains, which involved disastrous damage 
to the crops, and even yet it is not possible to 
form an estimate of what part of the harvest 
can be regarded as saved. 

As a result of this very bad weather the 
paprika was unable to ripen properly, and 
could not be harvested in time, so that this 
year the pepper reached the market some four 
weeks later than in previous years. In conse- 
quence of this delay a second crop is well 
nigh impossible. 

Under such circumstances the panic which 
broke out among the producers and exporters 
is quite comprehensible, since the dealers, in 
expectation of a brilliant harvest, booked or- 


ders from their customers for this article 
months in advance at low prices, and now 
find themselves obliged to pay higher prices 


than they contemplated. 

As the market tended higher gradually every 
one perceived that he had miscalculated the 
yield, and that instead of low he would have 
to reckon with high prices. 

NUTMEGS.—A more active demand 
for the 105s to110s has so reduced spot 
stocks as to bring about an advance of 
a quarter cent in the quotation for 
this description which has_ thereby 
been raised to 16c. The other grades 
remain uncnanged. Exports from 
Singapore and Penang to the United 
States for the first half of November 
have amounted to 13 tons, while those 
since the beginning of this year have 
reached 485 tons, as compared with 
420 tons for the corresponding period 
of last year, and with 367 tons for the 
similar period of 1910. 

PEPPER.—A further advance has

Business is dull, in part arising from the 
falkan disturbance, which exerts a restraining 
influence on export account.

In good Turkey druggists’ opium business 
has been done on spot at 23s, 6d. per pound 
and 24s. is now asked. It is not the price, 
however, so much as supply which concerns 
the alkaloid makers, the doubt as to future 
raw material making morphine manufacturers 
very hesitant in booking, as most of them 
cannot deliver until December. Within the 
week 13,000 ounces were sold in Continental 
offerings of morphine at lis.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Chemical Salt. 


The Board of General Appraisers over- 
ruled the protests of Balfour, Guthrie & 
Co, in regard to the assessment of duty 
by the collector of the port of Los Ange- 
les, on an importation of cyanide of po- 
tassium. It was returned as a chemical 
salt and duty was accordingly assessed 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 3 of the tariff act 
of 1909. The merchandise is claimed to 
be dutiable under paragraph 64 as cyanide 
of potassium at 12% per cent. ad valorem. 
The case rests upon the protestants to 
prove that the cyanide under considera- 
tion is generally and uniformly known in 
the trade and commerce of this country 
as cyanide of potassium. This they have 
not done satisfactorily. The collector's 
decision in each case therefore stands. 


Vegetable Tallow. 


Davies, Turner & Co, protested the rate 
of duty assessed on an importation at 
Boston of vegetable tallow. The mer- 
chandise in question is shown to be the 
same as that which was the subject in 
a previous case. In that case the com- 
modity was shown to be vegetable tal- 
low, free of duty under paragraph 5s0, 
and not dutiable as a non-enumerated 
manufactured article as assessed The 
protest is sustained and the collector di 
rected to reliquidate the entry accord- 
ingly.

The merchandise in that 
case was held to be dutiable as a color 
or pigment at the rate of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem, and in harmony therewith the 
board affirmed the collector's assessments 
and overruled the protests.

There has been no appreciable relax- 
ation in the demand for regular con- 
tract shipments, although the week has 
occasioned a moderate falling off in 
the volume of new inquiries. Indus- 
trial needs appear to be well covered 
by standing specifications and some 
contracts placed call for deliveries as 
far ahead as December, 1914. Addi- 
tional business, therefore, is likely to 
be of desultory character during the 
balance of the year, and spot prices 
of several items will be effected by the 
ebb and fiow of consuming interest. 
Importations of late have been freer, 
particularly in the ammonia and pot- 
ash items. The decline recently noted 
in carbonate of potash 96@98 per cent. 
calcined was followed last week by an 
easing of prices in calcined 80@85 per 
cent. and offerings ex dock have been 
gradually increasing. White granular 
sal ammoniac, while very firm for fu- 
ture shipment, was obtainable at 6c. 
for No, 1 on spot due to a slight ac- 
cumulation and the desire of import- 
ers to prevent storage charges. Bleach 
has shown no further decline from that 
noted in our last report, but some deal- 
ers are in a position to offer spot more 
freely. Oxalic acid could possibly be 
shaded on a firm offer, but demand is 
confined almost entirely to small lots. 
Carbon tetrachloride is lower and spot 
is now obtainable at 9%c., against a 
former price of 10c. Commercial white 
ursenic on spot has ruled steady at 
former quotations; future, shipments 
continue nominal. Small lot trading 
has characterized the nitrate of lead 
market; a round lot could probably 
be bought at a concession. Arsenate 
of lead is inactive and prices are nom- 
inally unchanged, but the market is 
in a favorable position to respond to 
any improvement in consuming de~ 
mand. Below is a detailed market re- 
port of the principal items of chemical 
interest, together with a summary of 
the Liverpool, London and Antwerp 
Philadelphia chemical markets. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—A well 
distributed demand continues to pre- 
vail, and the movement through con- 
suming channels is reported well up 
to the seasonable average. Lumber 
and baking powder interests are said 
to have been the most persistant buy- 
ers of late. Sellers quote on the basis 
of lc. for bulk, 1.10c, for kegs, f. o. b. 
works, and 1-5c. more for goods deliv- 
ered in the local territory. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—No _§ spot 
offerings under 1.30c. could be traced 
in the local market, and comparatively 
few sellers were willing to accept this 
price. Stocks are coming forward 
more freely on regular contracts and 
some dealers have small excess stocks 
which they are willing to dispose of 
at current quotations. Future prices 
are unchanged at 1.25c. and a fair busi- 
ness is reported placed for shipment 
over 1913. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The soap, textile 
and oil industries are calling for steady 
deliveries, and the demand from other 
sources is having a sustaining effect 
on prices. Production is heavy, but 
the output is apparently meeting with 
ready distribution. At the close, of- 
ferings were obtainable at 1.50@1.55c. 
on the basis of 60 per cent. for 70 and 
78 per cent., and 60 per cent, at 160@ 
1.65ce. 

SAL SODA.—The week has occasion- 
ed no change in the local situation. 
Demand is reported fair, and prices 
show no departure from their usual 
even course. Sellers quote .60c. and 
up f. 0, b. works for barrels, less the 
usual discount terms. Spot lots of con- 
centrated are available on the basis 
of 1%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SALT CAKE.—Makers’ views are un- 
changed on the basis of previous quo- 
tations, and the demand from the col- 
or and glass trades is reported active, 
although shipments are said to be 
mostly in compliance with regular con- 
tracts. Car lots are bringing .55c. for 
bulk f. o. b. works. 

SODA ASH.—A better tone is noted 
to this market and spot values show 
considerable resistance around current 
levels. Inquiry shows a _ broadening 
tendency, and sellers are said to be 
experiencing little difficulty in secur- 
ing business at prevailing quotations. 
Light 58 per cent. is held at 60c, pen 
100 pounds basis of 48 per cent, in 
bulk, 65c. basis of 48 per cent. in bags, 
70c. basis of 48 per cent, in barrels, 
carload lots f. 0. b. makers’ works. 
The 48 per cent. test is quoted at 70c. 
per 100 pounds, in bulk, 75c, per i100 
pounds in bags and 80c. per 100 pounds 
in barrels, carload lots f. o. b. makers’ 
works. Less than carload lots are 
quoted at ic. per 100 pounds basis of 
48 per cent. over carload quotations. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—-Former 
prices are still current for this item 
and there is nothing suggestive of a 
change in the immediate future. Pa- 





per mills, textile and dye houses have 
all been recent buyers. Sales are ef- 
fected at 1%c. for 30 per cent. crys- 
tals in barrels and 2c. for 60 per cent.

Acids. 

ACETIC.—Although there is a ten- 
dency to advance spot prices of 28 
per cent, in some quarters, the old 
trading level is acceptable to leading 
makers. Car lots in barrels are bring- 
ing 2c. and smaller parcels range all 
the way to 2.40c., according to size. 
Glaeial 991% per cent. is held at 8%c. 
in a large way, and 9@916c. for small 
lots. 

HY DROFLUORIC.—Sellers report 
a moderate call for small lots, and the 
market is described as firm. Round 
quantities, however, are prompting 
little attention as consumers seem Sat- 
isfied to operate for current require- 
ments. Spot is held at 8@3'%c, for 30 
per cent. in barrels, 6c. for 48 per cent. 
in carboys and 6c. for 52 per cent, 
in carboys. 

MURIATIC.—There is no appreciable 
relaxation in the active extent of con- 
suming demand, and spot values are 
firmly sustained at lately prevailing 
quotations. Sellers quote 1.15c, up to 
1.85¢e, for 18 degrees in carboys, accord- 
ing to quantity and seller. 

NITRIC.—Steady sales at full prices 
are noted in this market, demand being 
more pronounced from the metal and 
explosive trades. Sellers quote 36 de- 
grees at 3%@46c., according to quan- 
tity and seller; other strengths are pro- 
portionately higher. 

OXALIC.-—-Small lots changed hands 
at Sc. and a moderate business was re- 
ported at this level. Round quantities 
have not commanded attention, but in 
some quarters it was intimated that 
se. might be shaded on a firm offer. 
Buyers are showing little interest in 
future shipments, as a feeling prevails 
that prices may settle to a more fa- 
vorable trading basis. 

SULPHURIC.—Demand is normal 
and production is finding the usual 
outlet through various contract chan- 
nels. Prices are firm and makers ap- 
pear confident of a steady trading level 
for several months ahead. Sellers ask 
85c. for 60 degrees and $1 for 66 degrees, 
both descriptions in drum containers. 
Battery acid in carboys is commanding 
1@1%4c. and oleum 14@i'%c. in drums 
and tank cars. 

TARTARIC.—The same firm tone 
continues to characterize this market 
and dealers report a _ seasonable in- 
quiry, with sales at full figures. Cable 
advices reveal no change in the strong 
position of argols abroad, and refiners’ 
views are naturally tirm regarding acid, 
Quotations may be repeated at 30%@ 
3le. for powdered and at 304%@30%c. for 
crystals, according to quantity, seller 
and terms of sale. Cream tartar is held 
at 23% @24%c, for crystals and 24@24%e. 
for powdered, according to size of or- 
der, 

Miscellaneous. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—Makers con- 
tinue to quote 2.50@2.55c., according to 
quantity, and the general market re- 
tains a firm position. The output Is 
said to be well sold ahead and addi- 
tional spot offerings are comparatively 
light. 

ALUM.—The gain in new business 
is of seasonable proportions and de- 
liveries on contracts to industrial 
sources are steady. The same quota- 
tions prevail for all descriptions. Deal- 
ers quote on the basis of 1.75@2c. for 
sround and 24@3c. for powdered, as 
to quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Sulphate of alumina is sold at .90@ 
14c. for low grades and 14@1%c. for 
high grades, according to quantity. 

ANHYDROUS AMMONIA.—An ac- 
tive market continues in progress and 
values retain their firm tendency, but 
without quotable change. Sellers ask 
25c. per pound for cylinders f. o. b. 
New York, 

ARSENIC.—Occasional sales of car 
lots have been reported at 5@5%c. on 
spot, but trading has not been active 
and there was little snap to business. 
Supplies held locally are scarce, as re- 
cent importations have moved rapidly 
into old contract channels. Many con- 
sumers are covered by contracts placed 
some time ago at prices materially un- 
der those prevailing at present and are 
not anxious to extend commitments. 
Future business at best is backward, 
and while 4%c. would probably be ac- 
cepted for some brands, there are 
others that are held at 5@5%c. Recent 
shipments of Mexican arsenic have not 
tended to relieve the situation to any 
appreciable extent. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Demand is not as 
active as formerly, but there is a fair 
aggregate of small transactions and 
the market is fully sustained at pre- 
vailing quotations. Values range from 
5% to 6c., the inside figure representing 
the car lot price of standard brands.

The fertilizer market has been quiet 
during the week, and there are no new 
features of importance to report. 
Manufacturers of mixed goods are not 
taking on stocks of raw material, and 
the buying season has not yet started 
in. Prices for the various materials 
have held fairly steady, but nitrate of 
soda is a little firmer both for spot and 
shipment. Sulphate of ammonia is 
feeling the effects of poor demand, and 
is weaker in all markets and foreign 
sellers have given up all hopes ot 
obtaining £15 for shipments, as_ they 
had expected earlier in the year. Pack- 
ing house products are in slow move-~ 
ment and the local market reflects the 
attitude of the Chicago market. Fish 
scrap arouses some attention because 
the season is at an end, but the in- 
terest is confined more to speculation 
on the amount of scrap unsold and to 
the prices which second hands wil! 
realize, rather than to any desire to 
purchase supplies. The trade has been 
interested in the statement made this 
week by one of the inventors of the 
method of extracting oxygen from tae 
air, who stated that he had investi- 
gated the water power of this country 
with the possibility of establishing 
here a factory similar to what is in 
operation in Norway. For reviews of 
the Baltimore, Chicago and Atlanta 
markets refer to index on page 23. 
Detailed reports on the materials of the 
local market follow:— 

Ammoniates. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA,.—Im- 
ports of the week included 1,500 bags of 
sulphate of ammonia from London and 
1,000 bags from Hull. The local market 
has not opened up to any extent in the 
week and demand remains very slow. 
Reports trom Southern points indicate 
a Weakness in the demand and prices 
are receding instead of getting firmer. 
Spot goods are said to have sold at $3.16 
and the quotation may be repeated at 
$3.15@3.20. Futures are quiet with $3.22 
offered in some quarters. A report from 
Manchester says that the weakness in 
sulphate has developed sharply and 
prices have gone down to £13 16s, 3d. 
The American position is given as a 
probable cause of the weakness, and 
the report says that the hope of better 
demand from the United States is 
growing fainter. The position of fu- 
tures abroad seems very unsettled and 
sales in some markets are reported at 
prices lower than that held for spot. 
Ocean freights will undoubtedly have 
an effect upon prices in the local mar- 
ket and uncertainty in this regard is 
having a strengthening effect on the 
market. 


NITRATE OF SODA.—The steamer 
Celia arrived this week from the West 
Coast, having on board 76,398 bags of 
nitrate of soda. The local market is 
very firm and spot nitrate is quoted at 
2.60, though some sellers intimate that 
this figure might be shaded. The basic 
conditions of the market remain un- 
changed, that is, prices on the West 
Coast are high and charters are holding 
firm or advancing. Demand is quiet, 
which has led some sellers to grant 
concessions On spot sales, but the 
market is firmly maintained and 
would no doubt be firmer under a 
stronger consuming demand. The sta- 
tistical circular of the Chilean Nitrate 
Committee gives the total exports of 
nitrate of soda to Europe during Oc- 
tober at 183,750 tons; imports, Europe, 
October, 190,240 tons; deliveries, Europe, 
October, 78,380 tons; visible supply, 
Europe, October 31, stocks and afloat, 
599,690 tons. Corrections to circulars 
Nos. 14 and 15, owing to cargoes having 
been diverted from the United States 
to Europe:—Exports to Europe, August, 
113,945 tons; visible supply August 31, 
411,090 tons; visible supply, September 
30, 502,450 tons. A writer in a leading 
London publication describes the ni- 
trate situation as follows:— 


Although somewhat above the estimates, the 
October shipments to Europe are strictly mod- 
erate at 183,750 tons, comparing, as they do, 
with 254,760 tons in the same month last year. 
On the other hand, the quantity ‘‘loading’’ on 
the Ist inst. was no less than 228,500 tons, 
against 149,700 tons a twelvemonth ago, fore- 
shadowing total shipments far in excess of 
the 175,300 tons actually dispatched in Novem- 
ber, 1911, unless vessels are again purposely 
held back. Considering that 190,240 tons were 
imported last month, against 118,670 tons in 
the corresponding period, the increase of only 
8,380 tons in the ‘‘deliveries’’—from 75,000 to 
78,380 tons—is less than might have been ex- 
pected; but it shows that the country dealers, 
as stated in these columns, are not inclined 
to stock nitrate at present prices. Rotterdam 
and Antwerp alone show material increases, 
all the other ports delivering less, including 
Alexandria (Egypt)—a considerable reinforce- 
ment of stocks consequently taking place. 
The latter are estimated at 213,580 tons, 
igainst 306,070 tons on November 1, 1911, and 
quantity afloat being 386,110 tons, the 
‘visible supply’’ for Europe comes out at 
199.690 tons, compared with 800,900 tons at 
same date last year. The continual official 
tatistical corrections are difficult to follow; 
but it may be stated that the ordinary process 
of addition of shipments and subtraction of 
deliveries last month makeg the visible supply 
614,520 tons, which figure, moreover, agrees 


the 


with the leading Hamburg estimate, At all 
events, the shortage compared with last year 
is sufficiently striking, and pending the crucial 
November shipments the market is firm, with- 
cout much fresh business passing, however, the 
present range of prices not being conducive to 
forward purchases. Values in Chile are fully 
maintained, although last month’s production 
broke all records at 230,000 tons, stocks on 
the West Coast reaching the highest total in 
the history of the nitrate industry. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
The feature of the week in tankage 
was the arrival at the local port of 
1,931 bags of tankage from Buenos 
Ayres. Holders of tankage are quot- 
ing prices steadily on a basis of $2.30 
and 10 Chicago, but the market is 
quiet and the same holds true with re- 
gard to dried blood, which is quoted 
at $2.75 and 10 f. o. b. New York. 

FISH SCRAP.—There is not likely to 
be any startling developments in this 
market for the balance of the season. 
The fishing season is particularly at 
an end and there will be no new sup- 
plies. Material is mainly in second 
hands who are asking $2.80 and 10 f. 
o, b. Baltimore. Consumers show no 
eagerness to take up what is offered, 
and apparently the course of other ma- 
terials will shape the future course of 
this market.

Phosphates. 


ACID AND BONE.—Acid phosphate 
is very quiet and prices are unsettled, 
but material is said to be available 
at $7 for 16 per cent. Bones are in 
fair demand, and prices are affected 
by the position of supplies; when offer- 
ings are ample prices are easier, but 
for some time back stocks have been 
low, especially on certain grades, and 
prices have been very firm. A report 
from London says that East Indian 
bone meal seems to be taking a smart 
move upwards. The Liverpool price 
for East Indian on the spot is now 
£6 10s. per ton, but Plate meal is quiet 
at about £5 17s. 6d. Raw bone meal, 
44% per cent. ammonia and 50 per cent. 
phosphates, is quoted from £6 7s. to 
C6 lls. 3d., and steamed meal, 14% per 
cent. ammonia and 60 per cent, phos- 
phates, is at £4 3s. 9d. to £4 6s. 3d. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—Advices from 
Mt. Pleasant say that the weather has 
been good for mining and all plants 
in that section are running full time. 
Shipments from that point last week 
amounted to 157 cars. Prices for phos- 
phate rock are quoted as follows:— 
$3.50@3.75 for South Carolina phosphate 
rock, kiln dried, f. 0, b. Ashley River; 
$3.70@3.80 for Florida and pebble phos- 
phate rock, 68 per cent., f. o. b. Port 
Tampa, Fla.; $3.75@6 for Florida high 
grade phosphate hard rock, 77 per 
eent., f. o. b, Florida ports; $5@5.50 
for Tennessee phosphate rock f. o, b. 
Mount Pleasant, domestic, 70@80 per 
cent.; $4.75@5 for 75 per cent. guaran- 
teed and $4.25@4.50 for 68@72 per cent. 


Potash Salts. 


A report from Washington gives some 
information regarding the work done 
in Nebraska and Nevada in the search 
for potash. In Western Nebraska 
there are many shallow lakes in the 
depressions of the sand hills. Most 
of these lakes have no surface outlet 
and some of them apparently are un- 
derlain by strata which prevent the 
escape of water by seepage. As a re- 
sult they form shallow evaporating 
pans in which large quantities of the 
alkaline or saline material of the trib- 
utary drainage water accumulate and 
become more or less concentrated, 
Analysis of samples at this water show 
deposits of potash salts, mainly of 
carbonates, but containing also chlo- 
rides and sulphates. Experiments are 
now being made with the idea of 
marketing the crude salts or of ex- 
tracting the potash. In Nevada no 
deposits of potash were found which 
give promise of commercial value. A 
report from Germany says that the 
Potash Syndicate is worried because 
of the number of new companies which 
may start up next year, and they are 
trying to devise ways for increasing 
the world consumption of potash salts. 
Propaganda work is said to be con- 
templated for the United States and, 
according to this report, a total of 
7,500,000 marks is to be appropriated 
fer propaganda work in various coun- 
tries. 


Chicago Fertilizer Market. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Nov. 21, 1912. 
An active business was transacted in the 


market for animal ammoniates at Chicago this 
week, Prices showed some irregularities, but 


averaged about the same as in the preceding 
week and closed steady for the period. Sellers 
continued to talk higher prices, and one of 
them reported sales o: tankage at $2.35 and 10 

. o. b. Chicago. this reported transaction 
was given littic credence, however, and looked 
out of line in view of the fact that there were 
several purchases made at $2.30@2.32 and 10 
Chicago «and fairly generous lots were being 
offered for prompt shipment at the close at 
$2.30 and 10 While some uncertainties exist 
in regard to spot, futures continue to be main- 
tained at u firm premium over the spot price, 
and holders are still confident of realizing 
better values the season advances. Brok- 
ers and buyers are not so optimistic, believing 
there are accumulations in certain quarters 
that will the market to become wobbly 
before holdings have been reduced to com- 
fortable proportions. The opinion is that a 
good volume of business could be consum- 
mated if the danger of having sellers boost 
prices as soon ag buyers show an inclination to 
take hold was eliminated. It is held that this 
fear of a resort to strong-arm methods is 
keeping many orders from coming to light, and 
it is expected that more or less business will 
be transacted under cover the market 
shows more stability. 

GROUND HIGH-GRADE TANKAGE,.—Sev- 
eral lots of 100 to 400 tons each have been 
disposed of this week at $2.30 and 10 and $2.32 
and 10 Chicago for prompt delivery this week, 
and some loose lots are being offered at the 
inside price. A fair-sized lot was also sold 
for December and January deliveries at $2.40 
and 10 f. o. b. Chicago, and the general mar- 
ket is in a healthy condition, with buyers 
showing little hesitancy in meeting known 
requirements so long as they are not asked to 
pay higher than current values. They show a 
disposition to balk at any advance, however, 
and business is likely to be materially curtailed 
if hoiders make any attempt to increase the 
cost beyond present figures. 

GROUND DRIED BLOOD.—Although hold- 
ing on a firm basis, ground blood has not re- 
ceived the buying support given tankage. Still, 
some business was transacted, moderate quan- 
tities being sold for prompt shipment at $2.50 
and $2,52% f. o. b. Chicago, and the market 
closed strong at the outside figure. Blood for 
future shipment was held on a firm basis, with 
December and January deliveries at $2.57% 
f. o. b. Chicago.

Baltimore Fertilizer Market. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Baltimore, Nov, 21, 1912. 


The fertilizer trade situation is in much 
the same shape it has been in for some weeks. 
Manufacturers are showing, perhaps, a little 
less disposition to take up stocks of raw ma- 
terials at current prices, though the range of 
values is generally quite well sustained. As 
for future requirements, the tendency is to 
hold off until the needs become more impera- 
tive than they are at the present time, and 
this imparts a feeling of quiet to the trade 
which does not reflect conditions with entire 
accuracy, for it is to be said that every 
expectation of an expansion perhaps beyond 
the normal ratio next year exists, so that the 
necessities of the factories will probably run 
considerably ahead of prevtous seasons. Never- 
theless, the makers of mixtures prefer to wait 
until the situation has become more clarified, 
and meanwhile the movement is restricted to 
decidedly ordinary proportions. There are un- 
doubtedly elements of strength also, the ma- 
terials that have advanced of late maintaining 
the gains made, though here and there a some- 
what easier feeling exists. 

FISH SCRAP.—There is a very pronounced 
scarcity of fish scrap in first hands, and the 
movement is almost wholly limited to transac- 
tions from second hands. This being the case, 
the quotations are quite firm at the advance 
to $2.80 and 10 delivered, basis Baltimore, 
noted before, with the offerings not at all free 
even at that. As this is about the end of the 
fishing season there is naturally an absence 
of striking developments, and the trade may 
be expected to remain quiescent until the 
preparations for starting out again are resumed 
next spring. 

TANKAGE.—With the manufacturers in- 
clined to hold off in the matter of taking up 
stocks at current prices and being rather de- 
cidedly insistent upon concessions, it was to 
be expected that the volume of business would 
be held down to moderate proportions. It is 
to be said also that the large Western pro- 
ducers are perhaps a shade less determined 
about holding out for top-notch figures, though

no material easing off in the quotations has 
taken place. High-grade No. 11 and 15 tank- 
age is quoted around $2.75 and 10, ec, a. f. 
basis Baltimore, with the movement slight 
and the interest of the manufacturers in stocks 
modified by the absence of pressing require- 
ments. Some of them have about all of the 
supplies which they calculate will be needed, 
while others estimate that they could use a 
little more, but there is a tendency to go slow 
and to watch for opportunities of picking up 
odd lots that are offered at somewhat under 
the prevailing range. 

GROUND BLOOD.—There appears 
slightly easier feeling with regard to 
blood, which animal ammoniate has sagged 
off somewhat from the high figures of $2.80 
quoted not long ago, and is now put at $2.77%, 
c, a, f. basis Baltimore. What has been said 
with respect to tankage also applies in a large 
measure to ground blood, the manufacturers 
showing some indifference as to stocks and 
being inclined only to take up lots offered at 
a concession. 

GROUND CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.— 
One of the materials that has remained prac- 
tically unchanged, even in the face of the ad- 
vances scored by some of the items on the list, 
is ground concentrated tankage, which is still 
held at $2.50, c. a. f. basis Baltimore, with 
no real interest shown in the supplies on hand 
and with the movement decidedly moderate, 
even at the current low figure. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—Stocks 
phate seem to be ample for all 
with the movement by no means active, and 
the quotations practically unchanged, the 
prevailing figures being still $6.75 for 14 and 
$7.25 for 16 per cent, stocks. Even at these 
prices there is no eagerness to take up lots, 
which is perhaps due to the fact that the man- 
ufacturers are as a rule well supplied as to 
their next season’s wants. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Firmness 
to be a marked feature in the nitrate of soda 
trade. Notwithstanding the arrival here of 
several cargoes of late the range of prices 
has not become easier, the holders of supplies 
being apparently of the opinion that they will 
be able to get what they want. Hence the 
price auoted ig still at $2.¢0, which holds good 
for shipment up to next May, and there is no

With the exception of a few articles 
which are subject to special conditions 
the local market for dyestuffs is fairly 
active, and good quantities are passing 
into consumption. Exceptions to this 
are found in the case of prussiates, 
where, owing to small stocks, consump- 
tion is necessarily cut down. This is 
especially true of yellow prussiate of 
potash, and this situation, which has 
existed for some months, does not 
seem likely to revert to normal for 
some time to come. Sumac has also 
fallen behind in consumption, due to 
small supplies, higher prices, uncer- 
tainty of arrivals, ete., and at present 


the amount passing to buyers is only 
about one-fourth that consumed this 
time last year. Shipments of gambier 


to this country show a decline. Prices 
of starch and dextrines were cut down 
this week. Aniline oil and ‘salt are 
weaker in price, and 1913 business has 
been transacted at prices better than 
those asked on the old 1912 contracts. 
Detailed reports on the separate arti- 
cles of the market follow:— 

ALBUMEN.—An arrival of 400 cases 
of egg albumen from Hamburg were 
noted this week. There is a good de- 
mand for all grades of egg albumen 
and blood albumen is in steady move- 
ment. Prices are steady and are quoted 
at 42@65c. for egg albumen and 22@32c. 
for blood albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—There is 
a good call for aniline oil and salt, and 
supplies are being brought to’ the local 
market regularly. Business is being 
done both for prompt and also on 1913 
contracts, Prices are easier and sell- 
ing agents quote 8%@9%c. for aniline 
salt and 104%@10%c. for aniline oil. 

BICHROMATES.—The spot market 
for bichromates is slow and only small 
lots are selling, and on these prices 
vary from 5c. to 6c. for bichromate of 
soda and 7@8c. for bichromate of pot- 
ash. Deliveries on old orders take good 
quantities into consumption. Business 
is being done on future account, and on 
1913 contracts sellers quote 4%@5c. for 
bichromate of soda and 6%@7c. for bi- 
chromate of potash. Exports of bi- 


chromate last week amounted to a 
value of $4,853. 
CUTCH.—Shipments of cutch from 


Rangoon to all parts from January 1 
to November 5 amounted to 5,900 tons, 
against 5,600 tons in 1911 and 3,050 tons 
in 1910, =xports of cutch from Ran- 
goon in 1911 were valued at $491,604, 
against $377,656 in 1910. The exports to 
the United States of cutch extract, al- 
though nearly three times as great as 
in 1910, were lower than in 1909. Ap- 
proximately 98 per cent. of the cutch of 
all India is found in Burma. The in- 
dustry has had a revival during recent 
years, 126,649 hundredweight, valued at 
$798,832, being exported to all countries, 
including India, during 1911, The pros- 
pects of increasing shipments to the 
United States are described as good. 
There has been no change in the local 
market in the interval, and baled cutch 
is quoted at 4%@6c., acording to quan- 
tity and seller. 

DEXTRINE.—Lower prices for the 
raw product has caused considerable 
weakness in the market for dextrines, 
and a ten-point decline was announced 


this week. Buyers are not placing 
large orders against future needs 
because they are looking for still 


further declines, and the market does 
not appear firm even at the present 
level of prices, which are quoted as fol- 


lows:—Dextrine, $2.75 in bags, $2.96 in 


barrels; special dark canary dextrine, 
$2.95 in -bags, $3.06 in barrels; British 
gum, $3.10 in bags, $3.21 in barrels. 


These prices are per 100 pounds f. o. b. 
New York city in carload lots. Smaller 
lots are higher accordingly. 
GAMBIER.—Receipts of 400 cases of 
gambier from London were noted this 
week and reports from the market 
there say that while the spot market 
is quiet but steady, shipments are 
weaker, and November-December ship- 
ment has sold off to 20s. per cwt. The 
spot market here has likewise held 
steady at 5c., but futures are unsettled 
and some buying is reported to have 
been done by way of London. The for- 
ward position is far from firm and 
buyers are bidding considerably under 
the spot quotation. Advices from 
Singapore state that exports from that 
point during the first half of Noveim- 
ber were 100 tons to United States, 225 
tons to Great Britain and 450 tons to 
Continent.

point in the fortunes of the 
planters dates really so far 
back as 1880, when indigo was first prepared 
synthetically by von Baeyer, and, although 
warning was duly given to the Indian planters 
this 


of the possible danger to their industry, 
warning fell on deaf ears, no steps being 
takent to protect themselves. Meanwhile, the 


patient German chemists were untiring in their 
efforts to convert synthetic indigo (at first 
only a chemical curiosity prepared at a cost 
of some pounds sterling per ounce) into a 
commercial product at a price sufficiently low 
to enable the Germans to place the material 
on the market as a dangerous competitor of 
the plant indigo. When this was possible in 
1897 prices of plant indigo fell and panic seized 
the Indian planters, and in 1898 an attempt 
was made to retrieve the disastrous state of 
affairs by the establishment of scientific in 
quiries in India. 

The local market is quiet, and aside 
from the synthetic products there is a 
very poor demand. 

MYRABOLANES.--Offerings of my- 
rabolanes in the primary markets are 
light, and this trade tends to keep the 
market in a strong position even 
though buyers are taking but little in- 
terest in the market. Sales to outside 
points have been done on a higher 
plane and the prospects is for high 
rather than lower prices. In London 
the spot market tas been practically 
neglected, but some interest has been 
shown in shipments and some sales 
were made at figures which clearly in- 
dicate the firmness of the market. New 
business is reported by local sellers 
as moderate and the market is de- 
scribed as quiet but firm, though prices 
are repeated at $24.50@32 per ton, ac- 
cording to quantity and grade. 

PRUSSIATES.—Yellow prussiates of 
potash has been offered a little more 
freely for spot and nearby, but stocks 
are too small to expect any radical 
improvement. in the market, and sellers 
are asking 21@22c. for small lots with 
some sales reported at 21%c. Con- 
tracts covering delivery during tne 
early part of 1913 are engaging atten- 
tion of consumers, but the price is firm 
at 18c. and many consumers are hold- 
ing off hoping to receive lower figures 
later on. Demand for prussiate of sod: 


has increased since the scarcity of 
prussiate of potash became a factor, 
and spot goods are held at 12c. per 
pound. Red prussiate of potash is 
slow but steady in price at 33c 
STARCH.—Starch has declined in 
price this week. Demand is holding up 
very well and the lower level is the 


result of lower prices’ for corn and not 
to selling pressure. Present quotations 
are:—Pearl starch, $2 in bags, $2.11 in 
barrels; Buffalo pearl starcn, $2.03 in 
bags, $2.14 in barrels; powdered starch, 
$2.05 in bags, $2.15 in barrels; corn 
starch, $2.09 in bags, $2.19 in barrels: 
special warp sizing starch, $2.10 in 
bags; conf. T. B, starch, $2.50 in bags, 
$2.71 in barrels; finishing starch, $2.40 
in bags. These quotations are per 100 
pounds in car lots, delivered in’ New 
York city all-rail route. A reduction 
of 2c. per 100 pounds will be made 
on starches shipped by lake and rail 
route. 

SUMAC.—Imports of 700 bags of su- 
mae from Palermo were reported this 
week. The market is holding steady 
in price at $67@70. Advices from 
abroad are not favorable regarding the 
crop, but some promise is given for 
better transportation facilities. 

TURMERIC.—Reports from Calcutta 
show that demand from American buy- 
ers is poor and those who are in the 
market are said to refuse to do any 
business unless they are granted con- 
cessions in price. However, supplies 
are of poor quality and this, combined 
with small volume, is giving strength 
to the market. A report from London 
says very little business has been done 
and quotations there are nominal at

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The tendency 
to case off noticed with respect to sulphate of 
ammonia two weeks ago with respect to spot 
and nearby delivery continues in evidence and 
has become a shade more pronounced, a result 
to which comparatively liberal receipts this 
week may have contributed in a measure. 
The rulting quotations for spot and nearby are 
ibout $3.16%. Futures, however, are evidently 
on the upward trend, or they are at least hold- 
ing their own, $3.22 being the figure given. 

POTASH.—With the exception of a _ brisk 
movement in potash for delivery to manufac- 
turers on contracts, there is no change in the 
situation as far as this material is concerned. 
Prices remain unchanged, and the producers 
count on a normal increase in the distribu- 
tion for the next season. The figures quoted 
are per ton of 2,000 pounds, in carload lots, 
with bagged goods shipped in bags of 200 
pounds each, f. o. b. cars.

BONE.—Nothing has occurred in the trade 
to change the general character of bone prices, 
which are holding their own or show a slightly

Repoits on Potash Investigations 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 22, 1912. 


Interesting detailed results of work in 
potash fields of Nebraska and Nevada are 
contained in reports just issued by the 
director of the United States Geological 
Survey. The facts brought out as to 
conditions in Nevada are comparatively 
brief, but those as to the Nebraska fields 
are more specific and fuller. 

Regarding the discovery of soluble pot- 
ash in lakes in Western Nebraska the 
Survey officials say that the report of 
this discovery, together with samples of 
the deposits, first came to the Geological 
Survey from Mr. Carl Modesitt, who has 
been interested in the possibility of de- 
veloping the deposits on a commercial 
basis. One lake was visited by R. B. 
Dole, of the Geological Survey, who col- 
lected from the deposit samples whose 
potash has been determined. 

Many shallow lakes, 3} to 500 acres in 
extent, occupy depressions among the 
sand hills of Western Nebraska. At the 
ordinary stage of water most of the lakes 
have no surface outlet, and some of them 
are apparently underlain by impervious 
strata, which prevent the escape of the 
water by seepage. As a result they form 
snallow evaporating pans in which large 
quantities of the alkaline or saline mate- 
rial of the tributary drainage water ac- 
cumulate and become more or less con- 
centrated. 

A partial analysis was made of several 
samples of water collected at Jesse Lake. 
The results of these analyses are given 
below. Nos, 2 and 3 represent water from 
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the lake and No. 4 is a crust from the top 
of a pit dug on the shore of the lake. 
Nu. 5 1s mud from a depth of 20 inches 
on the shore of the lake, and No. 6 is 
from a depth of ten inches. The deter- 
minations were made by A. R. Merz at 
the Co-operative Laboratory for potash 
tests, Mackay School of Mines, Reno, 
Nev., who reports that the salts consist 
mainly of carbonates but contain also 
chlorides and sulphates. 

After showing the results of scientific 
analyses made of these deposits the offi- 
cials say that they confirm those of more 
complete analyses that have been made 
by private chemists. The concentration 
of the total salts in the water is about 
3 per cent., nearly the same as ordinary 
sea water, though the composition of the 
salts is of course widely different. The 
concentration doubtless varies with the 
stages of the lake. 

Experiments are now being conducted 
on the ground in the expectation of mar- 
keting either the crude salts or of ex- 
iracting the potash and other by-products, 
lhe extraction problems that must be 
solved are similar to those met at Searles 
Lake, in California. 

As to the results obtained in Nevada, 
the officials say that Silver Peak Marsh 
is a salt playa or dried-up lake of pre- 
historic origin, about twenty miles west 
vt Goldfield and twenty-five miles south- 
west of Tonopah, two well-known mining 
centers of Nevada. The exploration was 
inmade for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether deposits of potash salts in com- 
mercial quantities lie within easy reach 
of the surface. No extensive beds of 
such salts were discovered, although the 
salts in certain samples of brine contain 
as much as 3.43 and 3.80 per cent. of pot- 
ash (KO). Drill holes were sunk at sev- 
eral points in the old lake bed by means 
of a small, portable drilling outfit, oper- 
ated py a burro, the borings being carried 
co a depth of fifty feet. 
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French Methods of Transporting 
Coal Tar Products. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 22, 112. 


Some facts regarding the methods pur- 
sued in transporting coal-tar products in 
France have been furnished the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce by 
Consul Hurst, at Lyon, France, Mr. 
Hurst’s report covers not only the meth- 
ods employed in transporting coal-tar 
products, but gives some facts as to 
transportation rates, etc., as follows:— 


All the gas companies in the vicinity of 

Lyons sell coal tar in rather large quanti- 
ties to certain establishments engaged in 
destructive distillation. There is only one 
factory producing creosote oils in this con- 
sular district, and a few other factories 
are found in Bordeaux, Bayonne, Lens and 
Paris. 

Coal tar is usually transported in France 
in tank cars and tank vessels or in kerosene 
barrels. Coal tar shipped here in casks dur- 
ing the summer months ferments and leaks 
out easily; in winter, on the contrary, it 
cogulates, thus rendering the emptling of 
the casks particularly difficult. In this con- 
dition it becomes necessary to warm the 
receptacles with steam by a method espe- 
cially contrived for this purpose. 

Transportation of creosote oils is effected 
preferably in summer on account of the high 
temperature, which renders the ‘creosote 
thoroughly liquid. In winter a certain por- 
tion of the oil solidifies and the containers 
must be warmed to remove the contents. 
Shipments are made in the same kind of 
containers as used for coal tar, 

The cost of transportion of coal tar and 
creosote oils from Lyons to New York in 
5-ton lots is as follows:—Coal tar, $15.44 per 
ton; creosote oil, in casks, $18.72 per ton.
